Point Raised by Charleston’s Mayor 
That His Was Not a Recess 


Appointment.

CHARLESTON, 8. C., March 30.—Mayor 
Smyth has requested the Corporation Coun- 
sel of Charleston to consult authorities 
with a view to ascertaining whether Dr. 
Crum, whom President Roosevelt appoint- 
ed Collector of the Port, can legally act. 
The point is made here that it is not a 
recess appointment, «and that on that 
grounc Crum cannot constitutionally act. 
On the other hand, many persons contend 
that there is nothing in the claim, which 
shows the bitter feeling here against the 
appointment of the negro. 

Should the Corporation Counsel report 
that it is not a recess appointment, it is in- 
timated that the courts will be asked to 
issue an injunction restraining Crum from 
serving as Collector. It is admitted that 
this will bring about a bitter fight. Some 
think that no action should be taken now, 
but that the fight should be renewed before 
the next Congress, 


FAST TRAIN IS WRECKED. 


Spreading Rails Throw Sleeping Cars 
Into a Ditch—New York Wo- 
man Is Badly Hurt. 


CONCORD, Penn., March 3%,--The fast 
west-bound New York and Cleveland ex- 
pres strain was wrecked one mite from 
this station between 10 and 11 o’clock this 
morning by spreading rails. 

The train was running fifty miles an 
hour. Suddenly there was a shock, and 
before the air brakes could be put in opera- 


tion five sleeping cars, all filixl, and the 
combination mail and buffet car and bag- 
gage car were thrown into a ditch. Mrs. 
C, B. Hennessey of New York wus serious- 
ly injured. She had both hips itrjured, and 
was taken to the Meadville hospital. Other 
pussengers were badly bruised. 

All the sleeping cars were shattered and 
the track was torn up for about 200 feet. 
The baggage car went fully twenty feet 
from the_ rails and completely turned 
around. The engine tender went off the 
rails, but the engine remained ou the track.

THE ’FRISCO GAINS A POINT. 


Court Sustains the New Orleans Ordi- 
nance Granting It Privileges.

NEW ORLEANS, March 30.—The New 
Orleans and San Francisco Railroad Com- 
pany gained a point to-day when Judge 
Fred D. King rendered a decision denying 
the petition for injunction filed by the 
Mayor of New Orleans, in which the le- 
gality of the ordinance passed by a two- 
thirds vote over the Mayor's veto was at- 
tacked. 

The Court upheld every section of the 
ordinance granting privileges to the New 
Orleans and San Francisco road, except the 
section relative to the closing of streets 
along the line of the road in the rear of 
the city. 

Perhaps the most important allegation in 
the Mayor's petition is that which. ques- 
tiuns the Council's authority to yziant the 
neutral ground of North Basin Street, from 
the Old Basin to Canal Street, for the 
building of a railroad station. Judge Xing 
held that the Council was perfectly com- 
petent to make such a grant. 

The City Attorney will appeal the case 
to the Supreme Court. 











RAILROAD TICKETS FORGED. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 30.—The pas- 
senger department of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad has just discovered what may 
prove a huge swindle and forgery of rail- 
road tickets. 

A coupon of a ticket purporting to have 
been issued by the Louisiana and South- 
ern Railway Company has been turned in 
to the New Orleans office for videntirica- 
tion. There is no such road‘as the Louisi- 
ana and Southern, but the manipulators of 
the ticket took advantage of the name cf 
the Louisiana Southern and sold to trav- 
elers coupon tickets over the Unton Pacific 
and Southern Pacific. 

The:ticket bears the signature of J. M. 
Davis, General Passenger and Ticket Agent. 
There is no such. official known in the 
railroad service, certainly none connected 
with the railroad in Louisiana. The ticket 
iiself is a forgery.

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POLICY OF THE DEMOCRACY 


Mr. Tarsney Declares It Must Win 
Back the East. 








He Believes That Mr. Cleveland Would 


Be a Popular Candidate—Attitude 
of the South. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—Ex-Judge 
John 8. Tarsney of Kansas City is here, 
attending to some law business. He was 
a@ member of the House of Representatives 
from Missouri for several years, and took 
a prominent part in its proceedings. He 
was a member of the Ways and Means 


Committee when the Wilson bill was 
framed, and was known as an uncompro- 


| mising free trader. He was appointed Judge 


of the United States Court in one of the 
Territories by President Cleveland, and re- 
signed that position to resume practice of 
the law. 

He talked freely to-day about the future 
of parties and the. probabilities on candi- 
dates for the Democratic nomination for 
the Presidency next year. 

“We loaned the Democratic organization 
eight years ago to Populistic ideas, and the 
party reached out for the grasshopper and 
the sage-brush States,” he said. ‘‘ Kansas, 
Nebraska, Wyoming, and the States in 
that region have resolved themselves back 
into the Republican ranks. The Democratic 
Party retained them for a while, but in 
doing so lost every State it had been hold- 


ing on the old battle lines. 

“The Democratic Party used to win cam- 
paigns because it fought on the old-time 
principles which commanded the confidence 
of the country and heeded not the heresies 
of Populism. We hazarded our strongholds 
to win the West. To regain our lost pres- 
tige we must return to the fundamental 
issues on which we were fighting twelve 
or sixteen years ago. We must have issues 
that will enable us to regain Democratic 
New York, the States of New Jersey and 
Connecticut, and rapidly-growing emo- 
cratic New England.” 

With regard to Mr. Cleveland, Judge 
Tarsney said: ‘I have no idea he will be 
a candidate. I have not seen him for a 
long time and have no authority whatever 
to speak in his behalf, but I do not believe 
he contemplates seeking renomination, If 
Mr. Cleveland could pass the ordeal of the 
convention of politicians he would be a tre- 
mendously strong candidate before the peo- 
ple. 

“He is not too old. He is the kind of 
man who was able to put this country 
above his party when fantistic and danger- 
ous ideas were being thrust upon it. is 

ersonal attitude as an ex-President has 
een admirable. His self poise has been 
splendid. He has endure vituperation 
with dignity and without rushin into 
newspaper interviews and denunciation for 
his accusers. The country has confidence 
in him, and the Democratic nominee next 
year to win must stand for his principles 
of party government and must embody 
something of his peremeesty. 

**T believe the South would accept Mr. 
Cleveland. It is Democratic any way, and 
was never Populistic’‘at heart. It recog- 
nized Populism and fanned Populistic doc- 
trines, but that started in the fear of negro 
demination, and was encouraged by the 
hard times. Because Populists in the South 
might hold the balance of power between 
Republicans and Democrats, the Democrats 
fora time joined with the Populists, but 
ene ideas of that party have been cast 
aside. 

“IT do not know Judge Parker of New 
York except as a jurist, but as a jurist I 
have gained a high opition of him. “I infer 
that he must be a man of Bpod ability and 
capable of other than judicial attainments.” 

udge Tarsney believes Mr. Olney would 
be a strong candidate, and that he would 
be acceptable to the Democracy. Whether 
or not Mr. Bryan _ will be an important 
factor in the next National campaign will 
depend, he thinks, upon the character- of 
the per organization at the next Na- 
tional Democratic Convention. While he 
believes public sentiment is drifting away 
from the idea of protection for the sake of 
srotection, and toward a tariff for revenue, 

e does not cherish the expectation that 
the Democratic Party will fight on free 
trade lines in the next campaign. 


FACTIONAL FIGHT IN KENTUCKY 


Republicans Hopeful Because of Dis- 
sensions Among the Democrats.

WASHINGTON, March 30, — Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Yerkes has just re- 
turned from a visit to Kentucky and says 
there is likely to be a revival of Republic- 
an effort to carry the State. 

The Democrats are split by internal dis- 
sensions growing out of the disposition of 
State patronage, and Gov. Beckham is hav- 
ing a hard time to control many of the 
leaders in his party. He is already in a 
warm fight with a number of the influen- 
tial newspapers in the State, and the situa- 
tion is being aggravated every day, so that 


there is likely to be a serious break in the 
Democratic organization before long. 

Mr. Yerkes has steadily refused to allow 
his name pe be brought forward as a can- 
didate fof Governor, and he has not had 
occasion to change his mind. It is not, 
however, improbable that the condition of 
things in the Democratic ranks may be 
such that the Republicans of Kentucky 
w:!l demand his nomination, notwithstand- 
ing his protests, and draw him into another 
cumpaign for the Governorship. He is one 
of the best campaigners in the State, anda 
man of great popularity. 

It will be remembered that in 1899 the 
returns showed the election of Taylor, the 
Republican candidate, and that the Legis- 
lature unseated him and gave the office to 
Beckham, the Democratic candidate for 
Lieutenant Governor. Yerkes was nomi- 
nated against Beckham in 1900, and in the 
reaction from the bitter scenes at Frank- 
fort in which Goebel, the Democratic can- 
didate for Governor, was killed, the State 
went Democratic by a large majority. 

Kentucky is still regarded at home and 
elsewhere as a close State, and there is a 
stron~ business element in the larger towns 
that is uretes that a Republican adminis- 
tration and the passage of laws that would 
invite immigration and capital are the 

rime needs of the State, as of the entire 
South, at this time.

STRIKERS CLOSE RESTAURANTS 


Cooks and Waiters Called Out in Den- 
ver, and Many Citizens Must 
Go Hungry.

DENVER, Col., March 30.—Raids began 
on free lunch counters about noon to-day 
when thousands of hungry people came out 
upon the streets only to find every large 
restaurant closed. Many of those who de- 
pend on restaurants for meals will be hun- 
ery before morning. The cause is the call- 
ing out of 500 cooks and waiters by the 
Cooks’ and Waiters’ Union. 

The Elite and the Roberts, where the 


trouble originated, are operating with non- 


union labor, and are picketed by the union. 
The strike will be unitedly opposed by the 
Restaurant ‘Keepers’ Association, and non- 
a labor is already being imported into 
the city. 

Fifteen waiters who had been kept on 
small retaining salaries in other cities were 
brought into the city to-day and will be 
working in a large house in the morning. 
This, however, will have little effect on the 
general situation, for even those restaur- 
ants which are making a pretense of keep- 
ing open have no adequate force to handle 
those who desire meals, and crowds are be- 
ing turned away unserved. 

Robert Graves, Chairman of the Strike 
Committee, says that the restaurants 
claiming to be union were giving assistance 
to those restaurants which were being con- 
ducted with non-union help and in front of 
which the union established pickets, and 
this attitude caused the strike. 





STREET RAILWAY BOND ISSUE. 


Schenectady Company Authorizes $7,- 
000,000 Additional Bonds for 
Improvements. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TROY, N. Y., March 30.—The Schenecta- 
dy Railway Company has authorized an 
issue of $7,000,000 worth of additional bonds 
for the extension of its lines to Amsterdam 
and other places in the vicinity, as well as 
for the general betterment of the system. 
The bonds are to run for fifty years, with 
the privilege of earlier retirement, and they 
are to be negotiated at 4% per cent. The 
issue is not to be in bulk, however. The 
new bonds will be issued on the basis of 
75 per cent. of the actual cost of the exten- 
sion and betterment, with a further provi- 
sion that the earnings of the company 
shall be twice the annual interest on the 
amount issued. 

The new bonds will be ready for delivery 
within the next thirty days. Much of the 
issue already has been subscribed. The 
resent bond issue of the company is 
Fe 000,000, to run for twenty-five. years, 
and these bonds are selling at 106, with 
interest. 

With this increase in bond issue the story 
of the absorption of their lines, is again 
revived. President Parsons of the Schenec- 
tady Railway said: 

‘“*T am getting tired of denying the story 
of the possibility of the absorption of the 
lines of the United Traction Company of 
Troy and Albany. We do not want their 
lines, and we have all that we can attend 
to here.”

Charles Turner, Gates's 
alleged partner in crime, who was in an- 
other part of the car, saw the officer con- 
versing with the conductor. Surmising 
that all was not well, he jumped from the 
train, which was running thirty miles an 
hour, and escaped. 

Gates declares he is innocent of the crime 
although admitting that he boarded the 
train at Minneapolis. A trunk, which is 
supposed to contain the loot, will arrive 
here from Missoule and be searched in the 
morning. 

About 9 o’clock Friday the pair went into 
the Jacobs store, and, after surveying a 
selection of unmounted gems, decided to 
look elsewhere befcre making purchases. 
After they had been gone about an hour 
the clerk discovered that three packages 
of diamonds, containing $6,000 worth of 
unset stones, were missing. It was later 
learned that the negroes had purchased 
tickets fgr Portland, Ore. Travis was noti- 
fied and “met the train at East Helena and 
soon located Gates. 

It is thought that Gates may have been 
concerned in the recent robberies of 
graves in Minneapolis cemeteries. Over 
100 bodies have been disinterred. 


DIVORCE DECLARED ILLEGAL. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 30.—A divorce 
secured by Walter B. Solomon in this city 
a year ago was to-day declared illegal by 
Judge Babcock. Solomon had in the mean- 
time married a second wife. Solomon's 
first wife appeared and convinced Judge 
Babcock that the cause given by Solomon 
for seeking divorce—desertion—was untrue, 

The divorce case will probably be re- 
opened. Solomon is a Buffalo (N. Y.) trav- 
eling man.

EIGHTEEN ARRESTED 
FOR STRIKE VIOLENCE 


Waterbury Police Take Union Sym- 
pathizers Into Custody. 








Belief That These Arrests Will Clear 
Up the Mystery of the Murder of 
Policeman Mendelssohn. 





WATERBURY, Conn., March 30,—Eight- 
een men placed under arrest on the charge 
of assault with intent to kill was the record 
of activity on the part of the police to-day 
in their efforts to discover the authors of 
some of the outbreaks of violence which 
have occurred since the beginning of the 
strike of motormen and conductors of the 
Connecticut Railway and Lighting Com- 
pany eleven weeks ago. 

The men arrested are charged in the war- 
rants with assault on William T. Merner 
and George Morrisette on the night of 
Feb, 26. These two men were the non- 
union employes of the trolley company 
who had charge of a car which was at- 
tacked at a lonely spot on the Waterville 
Line. Both men were assaulted, and one 
was beaten into insensibility and left lying 
on the rails in the path of the cars. 

This disturbance occurred a little more 
than a week before an attack of a similar 
nature on a car at Forest Park, when Po- 
liceman Paul Mendelssohn was killed by a 
bullet from a mob of masked men. Since 
the murder was committed, detectives, at- 
tracted by the large rewards offered, have 
been quietly at work. While the arrests 
to-day are nominally for the assault of 
Feb. 26, the officials do not deny that they 
hope from this action to learn something 
that will clear up the mystery of Men- 
de!ssohn’'s death. 

Col. L. F. Burpee, attorney for the trolley 
company, said in an interview to-night that 
he had strong evidence against the men ar- 
rested for the Waterville assault, and that 
he felt quite confident of tracing out the 
murderers of Mendelssohn. He added that 
warrants for twenty-two men have been 
issued, and that he expected that the whole 
number would be under arrest before to- 
morrow morning. The credit for the arrests 
he said was due to private detectives act- 
ing in co-operation with the local detect- 
ive bureau. 

Of the arrested men, seven are members 
of the Trolley Men's Unio.:, now on strike. 
These are Charles T. Ross, Harry W. War- 
ren, Clifford Vandermark, Willis Vander- 
mark, David C. Marsh, Edward B. Winne- 
gar, and John McGuire. All of these except 
Ross and Willis Vandermark were arrested 
by a squad of a dozen policemen under com- 
mand of a Sergeant, who visited the meet- 
ing place of the strikers’ union this fore- 
noon. They were taken to the police sta- 
tion, and the hunt for others against whom 
the warrants were directed was begun. 

Early this evening the police blotter con- 
tained the following additional names of 
men arrested on the assault charge: John 
Brearton, Ernest Wolcott, Charles Thorpe, 
John Ennis, James Whitty, Michael Regan, 


James Quinn, Stephen Ball, Thomas Quinn, 
Joseph Kelly, and William Costello. None 
of these last-mentioned men are strikers. 


They are nearly all factory workers, and 
young men of from twenty to thirty years, 
Covles homes in the west end of the city 


in the neighborhood of the car barns. 
Brearton is a son of Policeman John 
Brearton. 

Counsel was secured for the arrested 


strikers this afternoon, and efforts were 
made to secure bail, the amount required 
being $2,000 in each case. The Vander- 
marks, who are brothers, and Thorpe, En- 
nis, Whitty, Brearton, and Wolcott got bail. 
Several business men were among the 
bondsmen. 

In the daily statement of the strikers, it 
was said that the union’ members could 
not believe their fellows guilty of the 
charges. Another announcement in the 
statement is that the strikers have re- 
ceived a copy of a circular from Samuel 
Gompers, President of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, in which he calls upon 
all the labor unions in the country, af- 
fillated with the Federation, to contribute 
to the assistance of the Waterbury strikers. 

Although the officials decline to indicate 
the nature of the evidence on which the 
arrests are based, a report which seemed 
to be reliable was current this afternoon 
to the effect that one man would turn 
State’s evidence. One of the attorneys for 
the defense said he had heard this report, 
but that it was not true of any of the 
three or four men for whom he had been 
retained. 


LARGE FAMILIES OF IOWA. 


The President Will Be Given an Oppor- 
tunity to See Some When He 
Visits ‘Des Moines.

DES MOINES. Iowa, March 30.--Fresident 
Roosevelt will be greeted by the large 
families of Des Moines and its vicinity 
when he comes here April 28, if the plans 
of Mayor Brenton and the committee on 
arrangements are carried out. The Mayor 
suggested to-day that, in view of the 
President's well-known views on the size 
of American families, it would be appro- 
priate to have the large families of this 
city gathered in a ag egg 9 place on the 
Capitol grounds. The idea is to assign the 
largest family the seat of honor, and give 
its members an opportunity of shaking 
hands with the President and greeting him. 

The visit of the President to Des Moines 
on April 28 will be a most important local 
oceasion. Thousands of people will be here 
from outside the city. It is planned to have 
all the school children of the city, some 15,- 
000 in number, drawn up along the line of 
the procession. 


WILSON DEATH CASE. 


Police Believe Woman Fell from Win- 
dow—Prisoners’ Release Probable, 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWARK, N. J., March 30.—The police 
are convinced that Mrs. Cora Wilson of 
Bloomfield, N. J., who was found in a 
dying condition in front of the home of 
her sister, Mrs. K. C. L. Snow, at 47 Lock 
Street, at midnight Saturday night, was 
accidentally killed, and unless some un- 
foreseen evidence to the contrary presents 
itself the five prisoners who are held in 
connection with the woman's death will be 


discharged. 

Every indication points to the woman 
having fallen from a window in the Snow 
home, which is on the third floor of the 
Lock Street house. The woman’s husband 
has satisfied the police that he was no- 
where near the spot when the accident oc- 
curred. The other prisoners, the woman’s 
sister, Mrs, Snow, and her husband, Lillie 
Earl, a visitor at the Lock Street house, 
and Lewis Garrelli, a shoemaker, will 
probably be released to-morow. 


ORGAN GRINDERS RESTRAINED. 


They Will Be Kept Out of Boston's 
Back Bay District. 
Special to The New York Times. 

POSTON, March 30.—The police have 
served notice on the street organ grinders 
that they must avoid the Back Bay district 
heeafter. This order will cause severe 
“sss to them, for the Back Bay is one of 
the most profitable sections of the city. 
Some of the residents, however, objected 
to the musicians and the Police Board de- 


cided at a recent meeting that the protests 
could not be ignored. 

The board has realized that the order will 
be a hardship for the musicians, and it has 
been arranged that they will be allowed to 
play in any other section of the city until 

o'clock at night, an hour later than the 
ola Oe permitted them to stay on the 
streets. 

The order will keep the musicians away 
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from the section between Arlington Strcet 
and Massachusetts Avenue, including the 
cerners around the Public Library and 
Trinity Church and Huntington Aver.ue. 
The musicians do not believe that Back 
Bay resicGents should be permitted to ob- 
ject to the music more than other resi- 
dents of the city and ho to take revenge 
through the North End Representatives in 
the Legislature. 


MRS. ROOSEVELT AND — : 
FAMILY STORM-BOUND. 








They Are Aboard the Mayflower, Which 
is Waiting at Riverside for 
Fair Weather. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—Mrs. Roose- 
velt and her children, who are aboard the 
President’s yacht Mayflower, en route to 
the Atlantic Ocean, are storm-bound at 
Riverside, about fifty miles down the Po- 
tomac River, where the vessel will remain 
until the weather clears. 

News to this effect was brought to Wash- 
ington by a steamer which arrived here to- 
night. The weather being quite heavy, and 
considerable rain falling, the Captain of 
the Mayflower decided it would be more 
comfortable for those aboard to remain at 
Riverside than to venture at present into 
the wider waters of the river and bay. 


ROOSEVELT BOOM IN TEXAS. 


E. H. R. Green Says the Friends of the 
President Will Take No 
Chances of Defeat.

DALLAS, Texas, March 2U.--E. H. R. 
Green, ex-Republican State Chairman for 
Texas, upon his return from the Nast to- 
night was asked about the rumor that he 
would become a candidate for National 
Committeeman to succeed R. B. Hawley, 
who now resides in Cuba. 

‘“*T am not in the least concerned as to 
who the Texas delegation casts its vote for 
for National Committeeman,” he said, * but 
I am very much concerned as to how the 
thirty-six delegates to the next National 


Convention cast their vote for President. 
I am for Roosevelt, and mean to do all in 
my power to see to it that Texas casts her 
vote for him in the nominating convention. 
For this purpose I shall see that a com- 
pact and aggressive organization is per- 
fected in each county in the State.’ 

“Do you think the President will have 
any opposition in his ambitlon to succeed 
himself?’’ Mr. Green was asked. 

*“* No, I do not,” he replied, **‘ but the real 
friends of the President do not intend to 
leave a gap open and will insist that 
friends be sent as delegates to the next 
National Convention who will stand by 
Roosevelt to the last ditch.” 


Washington Judge Threatens to Fine 
Them $150 Apiece for Violations 
of the Law.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—Judge Kim- 
ball of the District Braneh of the Police 
Court announced to-day that unless auto- 
mobile operators took warning by his ac- 
tion in the cases before him to-day he 
would fine them as high as $150 apiece for 
vidlations of the law. 

There were two cases before him, the 
first being that of Henry Hoyt, seventeen 
years old, who was arrested for driving 
his automobile at the rate of sixteen miles 
an hour. Hoyt was on Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue at the time of day when that street is 
most crowded. He said he was going only 


twelve miles an hour, but the two police- 
men who arrested him testified to the con- 
trary. 

“How much collateral did you put up?” 
asked the court. 

“ Five dollars,’ replied Hoyt. 

“It will cost you $5 more,” said Judge 
Kimball, “and unless automobile operators 
abide by the law in the future the fine will 
be raised to $150, if necessary, to put a stop 
to this recklessness. It is outrageous that 
this thing should exist, and I intend to do 
all in my power to break it up. The mem- 
bers of the community are in constant dan- 
ger, and no life is safe. This thing of pass- 
ing through the streets at a high rate of 
speed without regard for human life has 
got to be stopped.” 


The other offender was a New Yorker 
named Otto Nesbaum. He had given $5 


bail at the police station, and did not ap- 
pear in court to stand trial. 

The police regulations restrict the speed 
of vehicles to twelve miles an hour where 
there are no intersecting car tracks, six 
miles an hour where there are, and four 
miles an hour in turning street corners, but 
there are few automobilists in Washington 
who pay much attention to the regulations.

Nebraska Legislators’ Answer to a 
Proposed Injunction Proceeding, 
Special to The New York Times. 
LINCOLN, Neb., March 30.—Judge Rob- 
ert Ryan, ex-Supreme Court Commissioner, 
began suit this morning in the District 
Court enjoining members and employes of 
the Legislature from drawing their salaries 
for the last twenty days of the session. In 
the face of a threat that the Legislature 
would adjourn sine die forthwith, leaving 
most of the appropriation bills unpassed, 
he agreed not to press the suit until after 
a week from to-morrow, when the session 

will expire by limitation. 

Judge Ryan holds that the constitutional 
ainendinent of 1886, which changed the 
length of the session from forty to sixty 
days and increased the salaries of members 
from $3 to $5 a day, was not legally car- 


ried.

Attempt to Kill a Negro Murderer in 
a Mine.

He Thinks Many New Securities Still

J. Pierpont Morga in an interview 
with a representative of THE New YorKE 


TIMES yesterday, unequivocally declared 


himself to be a bull on the country and 
its future. 

Nearly two years ago Mr. Morgan de- 
clared—then also in the columns of THE 
TIMES—not only that he believed in the 
country’s prosperity, but that he looked 
for even better times. That he has not 
abated one whit his enthusiastic belief 
is disclosed by his statement following— 
the first utterance of such a kind in 
many months. 

Mr. Morgan said: 

“It seems to me that the general pes- 
simistic talk indulged in not alone in 
foreign but in local circles is in no sense 
justified by the facts. It may be true, as 
some of the captious critics declare, that 
at the present moment there are in the 
market many undigested securities, but 
ought not the character of these securi-_ 
ties to be taken into consideration in a 
broad or comprehensive view of the sit- 
uation? Are these securities sound or 
are they unsound; do they represent 
value or do they not; for what purposes 
have they been issued—those are the 
questions. 

“To my mind and in my judgment 
these new securities are essentially 
sound and stable, and those who have 
them are in no wise alarmed because of 
their holdings. Beyond all this, they are 
issued not to build competing lines but 
largely for the purchase of rolling stock 
and motive power and for the extension 
of other facilities necessitated by the 
necessary movement of the products of 
the country. 

“You will find that in due time this 
phase of the difficulty—growing out of 
these new securities—will disappear. 

“ As for the general situation you may 
state emphatically and unequivocally 
that it is most promising, with the coun- 
try unqualifiedly prosperous. In the iron 
and steel trade, for example—the barom- 
eter of the country’s growth, stability, 
and business activity—there never was 
so great or so profitable business. Orders 
on hand run far ahead and the outlook 
is decidedly encouraging. 

‘In short, summing the situation up, 
not only is there prosperity everywhere, 
but the promises are of a continuation of 
that prosperity for a tong time to come,”

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PENNELL’S THREAT 70 KILL 


Two Witnesses Swear He Made 
One Last December. 








Drank a Toast to Death—Burdick In- 
quest Closed and Findings Will Be 
Announced To-day—Pennel! 
Inquest Postponed. 





BUFFALO, March 30.—‘‘There is one 
man I could kill now, even if I hung for 
it.” This threat was uttered oy Arthur R, 
Pennell last December, according to the 
Sworn statement made to-day by Alexander 
J. Quinn, once bartender in the Hotel Ro- 
land, New York, where the words ire said 
to have been spoken. F. G..H. King, who 
was cashier at the same hotel in Decem- 
ber, swore to-day that he heard practically 
the same remark made by Pennell. These 
two were the only witnesses heard at the 
reopening to-day of the Burdick in«juest. 
at 10:27 this morning, when he made the 
following announcement: 

“We will close the Burdick case this 
morning, and, owing to the absence of some 
of the witnesses from the city, the Pennell 
inquest will be held at a time to be an- 
nounced later. The witnesses who have 
been subpoenaed in the Pennell inquest are 
exeused until further notice. My state- 
ment in regard to the Burdick inquest will 
be handed out here to-morrow morning.” 

The first witness called by District At- 
torney Coatsworth was Mr. Quinn. 


Q.—Do you recall that early in December Ar- 
thur R. Pennell made his acquaintance with 
you while at the hotel? A.—I do. 

Q.—Will you state the conversation you had 
with Mr. Pennell on that date? A,—Mr. Pen- 
nell first asked for a time-table, which was 
given to him. Afterward he entered into con- 
versation with the cashier and myself, Mr. 
Pennell had several drinks. He gave me his 
card. During the conversation Pennell said: 
* You do not know what is passing through my 
mind, boys; there is one man I could kill now 
even if I hung for it.”’ I remarked that his man 
must be out of the State, as we hav? more im- 
proved methods here now. I saw Mr. Pennell 
on the following morning, when he bade me 
g00d-bye. 

Q.—Is thers anything else you recall of the 
conyersation between you, Pennell, and the cash- 
fer? A.—Nothing except matters of ordinary 
conversation. 

Mr, Quinn was then excused. 

F. G. H. King, who was present during 
the conversation related by Quinn, was the 
next witness. 

Q.—Do you recall on the occasion in December 
when a person invited you to have a drink with 
him and Mr. Quinn? A.—I do. ‘. 

Q.—Did you learn the name of that person’? 
A.—Yes, Sir; Arthur R. Pennell. 

Q.—Please state what conversation passed be- 
tween you? A.—He discussed a picture that was 
hanging on the wall of the room, and after hav- 
ing a few drinks Mr. Pennell said: ‘* There is 
one man I could kill, although I might swing for 
it.” After having another drink! proposed a toast, 
which was responded to by Mr. Pennell. f think 
he sald, ‘‘ Here's to death.’’ At the same time 
he said he was having the greatest time of his 
life, although it was at the expense of another. 

Mr. King then identified a picture of Mr. 
Pennell which was handed to him by the 
District Attorney. 

“ That is all,” said the District Attorney. 

Judge Murphy then announced the Bur- 
dick inquest closed. 

The Pennell inquest was postponed, it is 
said, on account of the fact that Attorney 


Wallace Thayer is out of town and will be 
absent for several days, Mr. Thayer is ex- 
pected to be the most important witness in 
the case. District Attorney Coatsworth was 
in court with his assistants.

Penney received called upon him to sub- 
mit in court all the papers belonging to 
Pennell which might throw any light on the 
case. Mr. Penney is quoted as saying he 
had examined all the papers belonging to 
the dead man which fell into his possession 
as attorney for the estate, and not in any 
one of them is the slightest information 
which will throw any light on either Bur- 
dick's death or the death of Mr. Pennell. 

The Pennell heirs have been reluctant 
from the outset to have any of the dead 
man’s papers made public, 

Considerable pressure has been brought to 
bear by friends of the Pennells to avert the 
inquest and postpone it indefinitely if not 
block it permanently. The efforts, of course, 
had no weight with the court, and Judge 
Murphy’s decision not to hold the inquest 
at present was based on ail the circum- 
stances of the case. 

When Justice Murphy was about to begin 
the Pennell inquest last week, at the close 
of the Burdick inquest, Attorney Thomas 
Penney appeared before Judge Murphy in 
private and argued earnestly against begin- 
ning the inquest at that time and opposed 
hol ae ony inquest. 

Mr. Fenney insisted upon the postpone- 
ment, and Judge Murphy ylelded, but an- 
nounced to Mr. Penney and also from the 
bench that the Pennell inquest would be- 
gin at 10 o'clock this morning. After con- 
sidering the matter and learning that At- 
torney Thayer was out of the city, Judge 
Murphy postponed the Pennell inquest in- 
. definitely. 

Judge Murphy’s course in no way will 
affect his hearing at any future time any 
evidence on the Burdick case or Pennell 
inguest if he should deem it advisable to 
hold one, Even after announcing his find- 
ings in the Burdick case to-morrow he 
could reopen the case at some future date 
and hear evidence, if the police should dis- 
cover additional information of value, even 
if the interval should be a lengthy one.

THE SHOOTING OF MINERS. 


John Mitchell Asks the President to In 
vestigate a Fatal Affray in 
West Virginia.

WASHINGTON, March 80.—John Mitch- 
el} had a long conference with the Presi- 
dent to-day about the shooting of miners 
by Deputy Marshals in West Virginia more 
than a month ago. Mr. Mitchell wanted 
the Department of Justice to investigate 
the affair and punish the guilty.

Will Join with the Baltimore and Ohio 
and Pennsylvania Companies to 
Block Gould Plans.

The Reading has 
already secured large soft coal interests, 
said an operator to-day, The Pennsylvania, 
Baltimore and Ohio, and Reading will soon 
absolutely control the soft coal trade of the 
sections named, and also extensive fields 
in Maryland and West Virginia. 
In railroad circles here it is said that 
the Baltimore and Ohio and the Pennsyl- 
vania would rather see the Reading afford 
the additional facilities which are needed, 
and which they are unable to supply, than 
a new system in which they are not inter- 
ested or over which they could not exer- 
cise any control. The eastward extension 
of the Gould lines means ultimately that 
a railroad will be built for them cough 
the soft-coal regions of Pennsylvania in 
order to connect the Western Maryland 
with the Wabash at Pittsburg. The Read- 
ing, it is understood, will help the Balti- 
more and Ohio and the Pennsylvania to 
block the Gould plans.

Police Commissioner Delegates 
Deputy to New Duties. 








The Captain Next Will Clear Thorough- 
fares of Stored Building Material 
and Continue Traffic Control. 





Police Commissioner Greene yesterday 
announced that he had assigned Deputy 
Commissioner Piper to the special duty of 
sitting as an ex-officio, member of the 
Board of Health, which, under the law, 1s 
one of the functions of the Commissioner. 
Up to the present Gen. Greene has uttend- 
ed the Health Board meetings, but in ex- 
plaining his action, he said that his duties 
are so many that he finds himself no longer 
able to do so. He showed that there is 
legal! warrant for the Commissioner of Po- 
lice to delegate this duty or any other not 
having to do with appointments, promo- 
tions, or transfers, to one of his assist- 
ants. 

Gen, Greene pointed out that this new 
work will be much in line with what Capt. 
Piper has been doing in the way cf regu- 
lating street traffic and kindred matters. 
Capt. Piper, in his new capacity, accord- 
ing to Gen, Greene, will give specia! atten- 
tion to the enforcement of the health ordi- 
nances and those relating to buildings. 


The blocking of streets by buliding ma- 
terial dumped before structures under con- 
struction, now a frequent cause of con- 
gestion in important thoroughfares, will 
also be put an end to. The Commissioner, 
however, declared that these brarches of 
work would be held in strict subcrd'nation 
to the main duty of the police, which is the 
prevention and detection of crime. 

Capt. Piper soon will introduce his traffic

TALKED BACK TO CAPT. PIPER. 


Circus Lemonade Vendor, by Giving a 
Free Drink to a Policeman, In- 
curred Deputy’s Anger. 


The man who sells red lemonade in the 
basement of the Madison Square Garden 
during the circus put Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Police Piper in a rage Saturday 
night by answering back boldly when ac- 
cused of trying to bribe a patrolman.

drink of lemonade to whoever I please,” 
said Ramsey.

Thereupon followed a lively dispute, in 
which Ransay was doing his share of the 
talking.

GUATEMALA AND SALVADOR. 


Presidents of the Two Countries Meet, 
and the Danger of War Is Re- 
garded as Averted. 


PANAMA, March 380.—Dispatches _re- 
ceived here from San Salvador announce 
that President Cabrera of Guatemala and 
President Escalon of Salvador had an in- 
terview on Saturday on the high sea, be- 
tween Acajutla, Salvador, and San José, 
Costa Rica. After six hours’ conference 
the Presidents separated, having arranged 
satisfactorily the differences between the 
two republics. 

President Escalon returned last night to 
San Salvador. 

The meeting between the Presidents took 
we on board the American steamer Costa 

ica, and the object of it was to arrange 
some method of averting future wars be- 
tween Guatemala and Salvador, President 
Cabrera amd President Escalon arrived At 
an agreement to draw up a treaty of com- 
pulsory arbitration, which will be signed 
at San José, Costa Rica, by _plenipoten- 
tiaries of the two countries. The Govern- 
ments of Guatemala and Salvador will then 
designate a Spanish-American Government 
which will act as arbitrator in any future 
disputes. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—United States

BANK DIRECTORS ENJOINED. 


Vice Chancellor Would Prevent Trust 
Companies from Taking Over 
Savings Bank Affairs. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWARK, N. J., March 30,—Vice Chan- 
cellor Pitney, in a decision to-day, granted 
a continuance of a temporary injunction 
restraining the Directors of the Bloomfiela 
Savings Institution from allowing the 
affairs of the savings bank to become a 
part of the Bloomfield Trust Company. 
The bill asking for the ifsjunction alleged 
betrayal of trust, and the Vice Chancellor 
in his gpinion declared that if the move of 
the Directors of the savings institution was 
not restrained by legal means all savings 
banks could follow their example and con- 
duct their business on the same lines. The 
Vice Chancellor also said: 

“It is impossible to escape the convic- 
tion on the case as now presented that

AMNESTY TO MANY CONVICTS. 


President Roosevelt Corrects Injustice 
to Men Who Were Transferred 
from State Prisons. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—President 
Roosevelt has issued a general order in the 
nature of amnesty which will affect more 
than a hundred prisoners confined in the 
new United States penitentiary at Atlanta, 
Ga. 

Upon the completion of the Atlanta Peni- 
tentiary, early in 1902, many United States 
prisoners incarcerated in penitentiaries in 
Ohio and New York were transferred to it. 
Thereby their terms of imprisonment were 


materially increased—in some cases to the 
extent of three or four years—as the Ohio 
and New York laws relating to the diminu- 
tion of sentences for good conduct were 
very much more liberal than the Federal 
statutes. These State laws applied to the 
convicts while they were in State prisons, 

The last Congress repealed the Federal 
statutes, making State laws applicable to 
United States prisoners, and enacted a 
liberal commutation law. On account of 
the injustice done to the prisoners trans- 
ferred to Atlanta, in extending their sen- 
tences beyond the terms intended by the 
courts, the President has issued a general 
order, which, after reciting the law and 
facts in the case, concludes as follows; 

Now, therefore, be it known that I, Theodore 
Roosevelt, Fresident of the United States of 
America, in consideration of the premises, divers 
other good and sufficient reasons me thereunto 
moving, do hereby order that each and every 
United States prisoner who was or hereafter 
sball be transferred from a State inatitution to 
the United States Penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga., 
under sentence imposed on or before the 20th 
day of July, 1902, be discharged by the Warden 
of the said United States Penitentiary, upon the 
day when he would have been discharged had he 
continued to be confined in the State prison or 
pepitentiary from which he was transferred; 
upon condition that his conduct in said institu- 
tion and while in the United States Penitentiary 
has been such as to entitle him to the reductions 
hereby granted and allowed. 

The President has denied fifteen applica- 
tions for Executive clemency, and has in- 
creased clemency in‘ nine cases. He has 
commuted to imprisonment for twenty 
years the sentence of Thomas Thurber, 
convicted in Kansas of murder, and sen- 
ternced in 1888 to be hanged. The prisoner 
has served nearly fifteen years.

Capture of Puerto Cortez an Easy Mat- 
ter—Commandant of the District 
Escapes on Gunboat.

NEW ORLEANS, march 30.—The revo- 
lutionary leader Bonilla is having things all 
his own way in Honduras, according to 
news brought to New Orleans to-day by 
the steamship Breakwater.

A small plece of the mold board has been 
chopped off and is gone. The discovery 
was made Sunday by the officers, who 
kept quiet with a view to getting some 
clue to the perpetrator. It is not known 
what time the despoiler did his work. 

The piece chopped off is the corner of the 
mole board, triangular in shape, about 
half an inch each side. The work seems to 
ae been done with a cold chisel.

LOW FARES FOR SOLDIERS. 


Western Railroads at Odds Over the 
Military Business. 
Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, March 80.—Owing to the in- 
ability of the railroads to reorganize their 
pool on military business the Government 


is getting as low rates on it as on naval 
business. 

The War Department recently asked for 
bids for transportation of 800 soldiers and 


49 officers of the Twenty-third Regiment 
from Plattsmouth, N. Y., to San Francisco. 
While heretofore only one or two roads 
have put in bids in such cases, this time 
every road from Chicago with a San Fran- 
cisco outlet put in a bid. Some of them 
were found to be surprisingly low. 

The contract was awarded to the Alton, 
which bid $22.32 for officers and $14.56 for 
men from this point West, in connection 
with the Union Pacific and Southern Pa- 
cific. This makes the remuneration fo> 
the carrying of the men from Chicago to 
Ogden only $6.50. The highest bid was 
made by the Burlington and the Santa F4, 
Rock Island, Illinois Central, Wabash, and 
St. Paul followed in order. 


APPEAL TO LET IMMIGRANT IN. 


Austrian Rejected Twice Because His 
Left Thumb Was Missing. 


Thomas Kristie, President of the Austro- 
American Literary Club of New York, has 
appealed to the Commissioner General of 
Immigration over the head of Commissioner 
of Immigration Williams for aid in getting 
his countryman, Vincenzo Viastelica, into 
the United States. 

The latter has tried twice to land at this 
port, but was denied admission to this 
country because the thumb of his left hand 
has been amputated, and because he was 
therefore, according to the law, likely to 
become a public charge. Mr. Kristie at the 
time of Viastelica's second attempt to land, 
which was on Noy.

SAYS RUSSIA WILL NOT 
HELP THE MACEDONIANS. 


Novoe Vremya Attacks Leaders of Agi- 
tation—Asserts Russia’s Intentions 
Are Exclusively Peaceful.

LONDON, March 31.—The St. Peters- 
burg ccrrespondent of The Times says 
that the Novoe Vreniya, having pub- 
lished a pessimistic article on Sunday 
belittling the effect of the Austro-Rus- 
sian reform scheme in Macedonia and 
casting doubt on Turkish sincerity, re- 
turned to the subject yesterday in a 
very different tone, saying that no doubt 
the reforms would be introduced 
Strongly attacking the leaders of the agi- 
tation, 

The Novoe Vremya now describes the 
reforms as adequate, and says it is only 
necessary for outside influences not to 
interfere in the work of pacification. It 
declares that the leadfrs of, the agitation, 
with whom the inhabitants of Macedonia 
do not syinpathize, are partly blinded by 
Patriotic dreams and partly actuated by 
hopes, of personal advantage. They do 
not want a peaceful solution, leaving 
Macedonia still subject to the Sultan, 
but desire to create an outbreak, hoping 
that Russia will assist as soon as Slav 
blood has been shed. 

But, the paper insists, Russia's inten- 
tions are exclusively peaceful. It adds 
that those who think they can force 

_‘Russia’s hand and make her depart from 
the course she has chosen are the victims 
of eruel self-deception.

Albert Hall Packed—Distinguished Peo- 
ple Present—Salvation Army Leader 
Tells of His American Tour. 


LONDON, March 30.—London accorded 
Gen. Booth, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Salvation Army, a great welcome home at 
the Albert Hall to-night. The immense 
auditorium was packed from the floor to 
the roof. There was not a vacant seat in 
the building, which has a capacity of 9,600 
persons, and in spite of the rainy night 
hundreds were turned away from the 
door. The audience included Sir Ed- 
ward Clarke, Sir George Newnes, Lady 
Pender, Lady Murray, seven Metropolitan

of the Stock Exchange, Ambassador 
Choate and other invited guests of prom- 
inence, who were unable to attend, sent 
Messages of regret.

come. The white bearded veteran, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Booth and the Inter- 
national Headquarters Staff, stood bowing 
his acknowleayments until the uproar 
ceased. 

A spectacular feature of the meeting fol- 
lowed in the form of a review of the 
various departments of the Salvation Army. 
These marched in and crossed the stage, 
saluting the General as they passed, the 
members of each department bearing a 
distinctive banner and wearing costumes 
according to the various branches of work 
in which they are engaged. In this review 
were included the editorial and printing 
house staff, foreign converts—Hindus, Zu- 
lus Sudanese, Japanese, Chinese—all in 
their native costumes; cadets, field offi- 
cers, slum workers, men, women and chil- 
dren from the slums before and after their 
rescue; soldiers, sailors, representatives of 
the various trades taught in the Army 
homes, colonists who are training for for- 
eign settlement, and many ‘others. 

en. Booth's speech was frequently in- 
terrupted by applause. *‘ Fellow-workers,” 
he said in the course of it, “I can report 
well of the Army, both in the United States 
and Canada. The Salvation Army has 
made great and real progress in America 
since my last visit, and I see striking 
promise of the creation on that continent 
of one of the most powerful sections of 
the Army. 

The General spoke touchingly on the re- 
ception accorded to him throughout Amer- 
ica, and the reference he made to the 
Kindliness of his reception by President 
Roosevelt and the distinction shown him 
as the representative of the Salvation 
Army by the United States Congress 
evoked repeated applause. 

“IT like the American,” said Gen. Booth, 
“and | believe he likes me. He is willing 
to risk something to gain his end and does 
not let prejudice or tradition stand in his 
way.

VICTORY FOR GREEK KING. 


Crisis Which Might Have Ended in His 

Abdication or in a Revolution Is 

. Now Apparently Ended. 

ATHENS, March 30.—The 
War has resigned. 

He announces that his reason for resign- 
ing is that the Premier refused tu support 
his army reform plans.

The resignation of the Minister of War 
probably means the ending of a state of 
things in Greece which has oeen regarded 
as very critical, and which migat bave re- 
sulted either in the abdication of King 
George in favor of the Crown Frinve or in 
a revolution against the King. 


Col. Lymbritis, the Minister of War, re- 
cently introduced in Parllament .my re- 
organization bills which were, in reality, 


measures designed to deprive “rown Prince 
Constantine of the chief command of the 
army and to make him subservient to the 
War Minister. It has been Stated trat the 
real inspirer of the bills was uct Col. 
Lymbritis, but Gen. Smolensky, 2 bitter 
foe of the Cruwn Prince, 

Had King George refused to sign the bills 
after their passage, it has been said that 
a revolution was not at all impzsobuvie, and 
it has been hinted that the King intended, 
after signing the bills, to abdicate the 
throne in favor of the Crown F'rince. 

The decision of Premier Delyanni not to 
support the army bills has appa-ently re- 


cently been taken, for it was understood 
that the entire Ministry suppurted the 
measures. In a dispatch dated March 11 
the Athens correspondent of The london 


Times said the conflict between the Min- 
istry and the Court produced by the army 


bills, introduced in the Chamber vrithout 
the King's knowledge, and more particu- 
larly by that repealing the iaw of the 


Theotokis Ministry, which transferred the 
command of the arty from the War Min- 
ister to the Crown Prince, was asitating 
political circles and tending to assume an 
acute character. When the law in question 
was under discussion in the Chamber it was 
strongly opposed by M. Delyanni, on the 
ground that it was wrong to intrust the 
future King of Greece with an office which 
could not fail to create personal cnemies 
for him in the army. In spite cf thfs, in 
the programme which M. Deiyvanni un- 
folded on the eve of the elections he passed 
over the question in silence, und when he 
came into power he did not seem inclined 
to undertake the repeal of the law. Now, 
however, his hand has been forced by a 
group of five or six Deputies, numbering 


accord with the Minister of War. 

When the conflict with the king broke 
out, in a much more violent form than had 
been anticipated, M. Velyanni avct2r as me- 
diator between the Prince and the,Minister, 
with a view to reaching an arrangement 
by mutual concessiong; but his efforts were 
fruitless. 

The Times's correspondent added that the 
situation might lead to a political crisis 
‘““whose dimensions it is not eusy to fore- 
cast.”’ 


FIRES AT MARCEL PREVOST. 


Young Woman Tries to Shoot the Well- 
Known Novelist in Paris—She Is 
Arrested but Afterward Freed. 


PARIS, March 30.—Considerable stir was 
created here this afternoon by the news 


of an attempt to shoot the well known 
novelist, Marcel Prévost. 

It appears that as M. Prévost was en- 
tering the offices of the Society of Men 


of Letters, in the Rue Rougemont, where 
the election of officers for the coming 
year was about to he held, a stylishly 
dressed young woman, whose name was 
afterward giyen as Mlle. Emma Touret, 
alighted quickly from a carriage and fired 
two shots from a revolver at him, at the 
same time calling him by name. 

Both shots missed, and the woman was 
about to fire a third time when M. Prévost 
disarmed her and endeavored to calm her. 
She was taken temporarily into custody, 
and explained that she had known M. 
Prévost in London some time ago. His 
avoidance of her since that time had 
prompted her to seek to avenge herself, 
but she did not intend to kill the novelist. 

M. Prévost refused to follow up the mat- 
ter, and Mile. Touret was set at liberty. It 
is stated that her brother vainly tried to 
force a duel on M. Prévost. 

M, Prévost was elected President of the 
Society of Men of Letters at the election 
which followed the shooting affair. 





CZAR RECEIVES MR. CRIDLER. 


Tells the Representative of the St. Louis 
Fair “ You Have the Greatest 





Country.” 
ST. PETERSBURG, March 30.—The Czar 
to-day received Thomas W. Cridler, the 


representative of the St. Louis Exposition, 
at the imperial residence at'Tsarskoe Selo, 
fifteen miles from the capital, In the 
course of the audience the Emperor ex- 
pressed his persona] interest in and sym- 
pathy with the objects of the St. Louis 
Exposition, the scope of which he discussed 
with Mr. Cridler for twenty-five minutes. 

His Majesty referred to the friendship 
existing between Russia and the United 
States and said he hoped to see that friend- 
ship more firmly cemented. He seemed 
much impressed by the magnitude of the 
exhibition plans, and congratulated Amer- 
ica on its marvelous development, saying 
to Mr. Cridler, ‘You have the greatest 
country.” 

The Czar promised carefully to examine 
a memorandum submitted to him by Mr. 
Cridler, which pointed out the economic 
reasons why Russia should participate in 
the exhibition. 

DEWEY SATISFIES GERMANY. 


His Explanation Regarding the Alleged 
Interview Accepted—German Criti- 
cism of American Navy. 


BERLIN, March 30.—The Foreign Office 
here is fully satisfied with the explana- 
tions Admiral Dewey made to Presideat 
Roosevelt regarding the interview with the 
Admiral which appeared recently in a 
Newark/ (N. J.) paper. No communication 
on the subject has passed between the 
Foreign Office and the German Embassy 
at Washington, because the officials here, 
from the beginning, {felt certain that if 
Admiral Dewey had been correctly report- 
ed the Government of the United States 
would do everything proper on its own 
initiative, without any reminder from here. 
Count von Reventiow, in the Tugs 


to-day, compares the German and Ameri- 
can Navies. He says Germany's first 
squadron is homogeneous, and always 
ready for instant service. ‘“‘It could," he 
adds, “‘“smash Dewey's heterogeneous as- 
semblage, which had not a single modern 
armored cruiser.’””’ The Count regards the 
American manoeuvres as “ generally chiljd- 
ish.”’ and ac ‘‘ always resulting in defeats 
of the hostile fleets, the naval commanders 
therefore gaining large newspaper glory.” 

Count von Reventlow refers to the “ poor 
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marksmanship of the West Indian fleet,’ 
to its “insufficient number of officers and 
men,’ and to the “low morale of the navy, 
as indicated by the numerous desertions,” 
and says he believes ‘“‘the United States 


will some day have a fine fleet, but she has 
not one yet.’ 


AMERICA’S ACTION ON | 
THE CHINESE INDEMNITY. 


Delegates of Other Powers Refuse to 
Refer United. States Silver Bond 
for Signature to the Chinese.

LONDON, March 31.—In a dispatch re- 
ferring to the Chinese indemnity question 
the Shanghai correspondent of The Times 
Says the Bankers’ Commission has de- 
clined to refer the American silver bond 
for signature to the Chinese represent- 
atives, on the ground that the terms are 
inconsistent with the previous declara- 
tions of the commission. 

The United States delegate insists that 
Article VI. of the Peking protocol clear- 
ly states that it is the duty of the com- 
mission to effect all operations in con- 
formity with the instructions sent by the 
powers to the delegates: 

The American delegate announces ‘his 
intention of forwarding the bond direct 
to the Chinese representatives.

SHANGHAI, March 30.—All the Viceroys 
and Governors in China have now united 
in a protest against the payment of the. 
indemnity in gold. 

They declare that the sources of taxation 
are exhausted, and that further extortion 
would impoverish the people, tend to ex- 
cite revolt, and hamper foreign trade. 





The American delegate on the Shanghai 
Pankers’ Commission, instructed by the 


State Department at Washington, has pre- 
sented an indemnity bond for signature by 
the representalives of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. 

The bond is issued for 32,939,055 Haik- 
Wan taels, (about $19,500,000,) payable in 
silver. It is stated that this is in accord- 
ance with Article VI. of the Peking proto- 
col, which is appended to the document, 

As the article in question records the fact 
that the debt is payable in gold at the 
rates of exchange corresponding to. the 
dates of maturity, the action of the United 
States is said to be equivalent to a declara- 
tion that the other ten powers have mis- 
construed the protocol. This will, it fs ex- 
pected, complicate the future negotiations. 

The gold bonds presented by the ctier 
delegates remain ignored by the Chinese. 





DENY ANY GIFT TO IRELAND. 


Nationalist Papers’ View of the Land 
Bill—The King and Queen to Visit 
Ireland in the Summer.

LONDON, March 31.—The Irish Na- 
tionalist press, says a telegram from 
Dublin to The Times, is working hard to 
concentrate public opinion on its con- 
tention that the Land bill is going to be 
financed entirely by Irish money, and 
that it is absurd to talk of a gift from 
the Imperial Treasury, which will really 
make a substantial profit out of the 
transaction. 

This line is also taken by the Catholic 
Archbishop of Dublin, who, however, ac- 
quits Chief Secretary Wyndham of any 
intention to mislead. 

The Freeman's Journal clamors for a 
larger reduction of the Irish estimates, 
remarking: 

“To make the place hunter pay the 
rack-renter is as near to justice as we 
are likely to get during the present gen- 
eration, and it is cheaper than civil war.” 

It is strongly claimed that the saving 
should be treated as an Irish credit and 
not as a British asset.

LONDON, March 30.—It is officially an- 


nounced that King Edward and ueen 
Alexandra will visit Ireland in July or 
August. 


The announcement of their Majesties’ in- 
tended visit has been received with great 
satisfaction in Dublin and Belfast, where, 
it is predicted, the visit will be a triumph- 
ant success, as they will see Ireland in a 
happier frame of mind than she has been 
in tor many ye@rs. Nothing is known re- 
warding the itinerary that their Majesties 
wil! follow, but it is believed that the trip 
wil] be made on the royal yacht, and that 
several places will be visited. 

It is hoped that the visit may coincide 
with the auto-car races for the James Gor- 
don Bennett Cup, and a great deal of specu- 
lation is already indulged in as to the pos- 
sibie functions which may be graced by the 
presence of the royal visitors. 

In political circles the announcement of 
the Irish trip is accepted as an augury 
that the Land bill may be passed without 
any undue friction, 


CALLS FRANCE A SPENDTHRIFT. 
Article by Paul Leroy Beaulieu—Senate 


and Chamber Still Disagree Over 
the Budget.

LONDON, March 31.—In an article in 
the Eeonomiste Francais quoted by the 
Paris correspondent of The Times, Paul 
Leroy Beaulieu discusses the condition of 
French finances. He declares that 
France has been an improvident spend- 
thrift. 

A State, says M. Beaulieu, is like an 
individual. Exceptional expenditure 
ought to be met out of revenue, not cap- 
ital. A landlord who effects improve- 
ments and repairs out of his capital im- 
poverishes himself, and so with a State. 

M. Beaulieu says a State ought to pro- 
vide from its ordinary resources not only 
for current expenses, but for sinking 
fund payments, the maintenance and 
extension cf administrative machinery, 
and exceptional charges like foreign ex- 
peditions. 

A Paris newspaper article asserts that 
one of the causes of the unsatisfactory 
condition of France’s finances is the mul- 
tiplication of officials in the last thirty 
years.

PARIS, March 31.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties and the Senate are still playing battle- 
door and shuttlecock with the budget. The 
former, after three sittings, passed the 
Budget bill at 10:30 o'clock last evening, 
with amendments ass ima a number of 
credits which were rejected by the Senate. 
The most important of these credits is an 
appropriation of $240,000 to supply rations 
of wine to the soldiers. 

The bill then went back to the Senate, 
which sat until 3.15 o'clock this morning 
discussing the Chamber's amendments. 
Several of them were adopted, but the Sen- 
ate cut down the soldiers’ wine appropria- 
tion to $40,000, and made other changes in 
the bill before adopting it by 253 votes to 14. 

The Budget bill was then returned to the 
Chamber, which is still in session, 


MORE RIOTING IN AGRAM. 


Entire Garrison Called Out to Clear the 
Streets—Three Hundred Stu- + 
dents Arrested. 


BIDAPEST, March, 30.—According to 
advices from Agram, capital of Croatia- 
Slavonia, riots broke out there this evening. 

The entire garrison has been called out 
to clear the streets. 

The trouble, which has been simmerin 
for some days past, arises from the — 
tation of the Croatian students against the 
use of the. Hungarian and German lan- 
guages. On Saturday the students marched 
in procession through the streets, smash- 
ing windows and tearing down the signs 
hanging before Hungarian shops and insti- 
tutions. They also maltreatei any person 
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they met using the two languages objected 
to in the streets. 

The disorders were then easily suppressed 
by the troops, but to-day the disturbances 
became more serious. Three hundsed stu- 
dents were arrested in the course of the 
day, and the police ordered that every 
signboard which was removed on Saturday 
must be forthwith restored, othe:wise a 
fine of 200 kroner ($40) would be exacted 
in every case.

LONDON, March 31.—In connection 
with the reports that the “Tiara of 
Saitapharnes”"’ is a forgery, the St. Pe- 
tersbure correspondent of The Times, 
says the statement is published that in 
South Russia, especially in Kertch and 
Odessa, the forgery of antiquities is car- 
ried on as a regular business. 

It is declared that there are several 
factories, chiefly in the hands of Greeks 
and Jews, engaged in the work, which 
factories employ men of"great archaeo- 
logical learning, who are able to produce 
coins, urns, and ornaments so correct as 
to deceive experts.

BIG PRICES FOR BLAKE BOOKS. 


“The Book of Job,” with Original Draw- 
ings and Proof Plates, Brings 
£5,600 in London. 


LONDON, March 30.—William Blake's 
“The Book of Job” was sold at auction 
here this afternoon for £5,600, The volume, 
which was published fn 1825, contains the 
forty-three original proof impressions of 
engravings and original designs in colors. 
The bidding started at £1,500, and quickly 
rose to the sensational bid at which the 
book was knocked down to a dealer. 

Another of Blake’s works fetched £1,960, 
and sixteen other of his works were sold 
for minor prices. They were all the prop- 
erty of the Barl of Crewe. 





Lord Crewe’s collection of Blake books 
was one of the finest in existence. His 
copy of ** The Book of Job"’ contained the 
original drawings by the artist, with India 
aper proofs of the illustrations. The col- 
fection also included the original drawings 
by Blake illustrating Milton's “ L'Allegro”’ 
and “ll Penseroso.” ; 

Other volumes in the collection were fine 
original copies of the ‘Songs of Inno- 
cence,”” and the “Songs of Experience,” 
“The Book of Thel,”’ * America,’’ *“ Vis- 
fons of the Daughters of Albion,"’ ‘ The 
Book of Urizen,’’ ‘‘ The Book of Ahania,” 
“The Ghost of Abel,’ *‘ The Song of Los,”’ 
“The Marriage of Heaven and Hell,” 
Young’s “ Night Thoughts,"’ (a specially 
colored copy.) ‘‘Jerusalem,"’ and “* The 
Emanation of the Giant Albion.”’

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EARLY RUN OF 
NORTH RIVER SHAD. 


Several Caught Off Edgewater by Fred- 
erick Truax, Who Denounces the 
Imposition of Delaware. 


“North River” shad is a fact, not fic- 
tion, now. For at least a fortnight not a 
few credulous gastronomers have been im- 
posed upon at the markets and fish stores, 
Delaware shad being substituted for the 
“gen-u-ine”’ piscine emigrant bound for 
the upper waters of the Hudson. Perhaps 
the first epicure to eat a shad ‘that had 
passed Governors Island was a physician 
at Piermont who paid $5 for a shad of 
medium size caught two weeks ago between 
that place and Nyack by men who were 
seining striped bass, and who, by the way, 
at the same haul took a twenty-five-pound 
specimen of Roccus-lineatas. 

But it fell to Frederick Truax, a distant 
relative of the Supreme Court Justice of 
that name, to place on the New York mar- 
ket about the first shad caught not ‘in 
New York waters,’ which might be fish 
caught anywhere between Sandy Hook and 
Liberty Island, but in the waters of this 
city, and his first fish—one day’s solitary 
catch—came from his nets last Thursday, 
and up to yesterday morning he had boated 
sixty-three. 

Mr. Truax’s fishing grounds are at ‘Edge- 
water, a stone's throw from the Fort Lee 
ferry house, and exactly opposite the Ot- 
tendorfer pavilion on the New York side. 
He has been in the “ shadding"’ business 
for eighteen years with varying fortunes 
and final prosperity, and has three rivals 
in the business near him. He decided early 
week to ‘go in for dollar stakes,” 
shad at this first of the season being worth 
a dollar apiece, and on March 26 he ran 


last 


out a line of nets on his poles. The nets 
were from 46 to 100 feet deep. The same 
day. they were lifted and one shad re- 


warded him. 
On Friddy the catch was eight, and two 
of them were sent to Senator Wakeley of 


Bergen County. The rest went to Mr. 
Truax’s commission agent at Fulton Mar- 
ket and disappeared “in a flash at famine 
prices. On Saturday he did better, with 
twenty, and on Sunday he took out twen- 
ty-seven fine fish. 

A reporter for THE NEW YORK TIMES 
saw the catch of seven yesterday morning 
in the boat he had watched from the shore 
as it went along the wall of net across the 
river, Many of the fish were gasping and 
struggling. All were in the primest con- 
dition and averaged about five pounds in 
weight. At the shore a favored few were 
allowed to take the roe fish, which are in 
the majority, at seventy-five cents a piece. 
The ‘‘ bucks” sold for forty cents. Res- 
taurants in the neighborhood had placards 
announcing, *‘Shad Dinner, 75 cents.” 

‘Yes,"’ said Mr. Truax, “they’re_ here. 
Mind you, I don’t claim to have caught the 
first, hut there’s no ‘ salting’ in thie case 
We can’t go out with a lot of Southern fish 
bought in the market under tarpaulins and 
bring 'em back uncovered as North Rivers. 
See, they’re alive and kicking, and, if they 
were not, the gills would tell the story. 
When they’re as red as that the fish is not 
long out of the water. What's the season 
going to be? You tell me and then I'll 
know. ft’s uncertain. I have one row of 
poles out and have poles and nets for two 
others only. I employ a gang of twelve 
men and may or may not have luck. The 
other men near me have got their poles out, 
but not their nets, but I fancy that they're 
hustling now after seeing what I've been 
doing. 

“T get a few striped bass in the pole 
nets, that’s what I call them, not ‘fake’ 
nets, as some do. I don't ‘ drift net’; some 
do, but the season for this is nearly off. 
Sometimes we get an awful slue of shad. 
I have caught as many as 3,000 in one day, 
two tides, of course. About bogus North 
River shad, something ought to be done 
to stop such imposition. Why, the most 
respectable dealers don’t hesitate to sell 
Delawares as North Rivers, and North 
Carolinas as Delawares, and when the real 
North Rivers come many won’t pay the 
proper price for a chance of getting a fork- 
full of them. This business runs into money. 
My gang consists of twelve men at good 
wages and first-class board, and I have 
to put out a good many dollars and take 
changes before the fish come in so as to 


pay.’ 
News of Mr. Truax’s good fortune was 
laughed at along the New York North 


River front, from Spuyten Duyvil to West 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street, es- 
ponesy at Capt. ‘“ Pete’’ Hunt’s—" Old 
luckleberry '’'—at One Hundred and Fifty- 
1ifth Street. 

It was asserted that it would be at least 
two days before even poles would be set 
on the New York side, and three weeks be- 
fore drift nets could be overhauled, and 
that the stories from Edgewater were 
‘pipe dreams.” 


LOST HIS MONEY AND HIS JOB. 


Special Treasury Agent Dropped from 
the Service After He Had an Ex- 
perience with a Bogus Baron. 


After being imposed upon by a bogus 
German Baron, who borrowed money from 
him and his friends, Emil Phillipson of 
103 Berkeley Place, Brooklyn, a_ special 
Treasury agent, finds himself dropped from 
the service. Mr. Phillipson said last night 
that he did not know why he had been 
dismissed, and could not see how his being 
fooled by the spurious German nobleman 
could have had anything to do with it. 

Mr. Phillipson has been in the Customs 
Service in this city for about a dozen 
years. According to the stery he tells he 
met the bogus German ,Baron several 
months ago. The man, provided with letters 
purporting to be from prominent firms in 
Europe, called upon a customs broker, a 
friend of Phillipson, and represented that 
he was bere to invest money. He could not 
speak English, and the broker called in his 
friend Phillipson to act as interpreter tor 
them. Both Phillipson and the broker were 
very favorably impressed by the “ baron.” 
So fully did the stranger, who was a man 
of polished manner and apparently fine 
breeding, win the confidence of the broker 
that the latter took him to his club and 
introduced him to all his friends, Phillip- 
son also introduced the man to several of 
his friends in business down town in Man- 
hattan. ‘ 

In the middle of February the “* baron” 
got mixed up in a crowd which was at- 
tracted by a shooting affray on Broadway 
in the theatre district. The next day, ac- 
eording to Phillipson’s story, the ‘* baron ' 
told his new friends that somebody in the 
erowd had robbed him of $500. This was all 
the ready cash he had in hand, but he 
would soon have about $2,000 to his credit 
with a broker in Broad Street. The man 
Phillipson says, began borrowing from him 
and others, and in this way got several 
hundred dollars. Then he left town for 
St. Louis, saying that what he had bor-

Commission, Contractor John McDonald, 
and Chief Engineer William Barclay Par- 
sons of the Subway Road at the rooms of 
the Rapid Transit Commission yesterday in 
reference to the strike of the structural iron 
workers onthe power house at Elevesth Ave- 
nue and Fifty-ninth Street. President Orr 
and Contractor McDonald made anay peal to 
President Buchanan to have the strike de- 
clared off on the power house, and outlined 
the delays to the traveling public through 
the non-completion of the tunnel which 
would ensue if the strike was continued. 
President Buchanan was stiff and de- 
cisive, according to a city official. After 
talking for an hour and a half nothing was 
accompiished, and the strike on the power 
house will be continued. 

After the :nterviews President Orr said: 

* Mr. Buchanan was here to-day to talk 
over matters with us. We made an appeal 
on behalf of the traveling public of New 
York to have the strike declared off. He 
said he represented the iron workers, and 
that we looked at things from two points 
of view. His interest was not in the City 
of New York, but in his workmen.” 

After the conference President Orr was 
asked if there would be another meeting: 

‘**None has been arranged, and I can see 
no reason for one.” 

“* Will the strike be declared off?”’ 
asked.

hope of such action being taken,’’ said 
President Orr. 

Mr. Buchanan early last evening at the 
Ashland House declared there was little 
new to say. With regard to nis talk 


with Mr. Orr he said: 

‘Mr, Orr wanted me to call off the strike 
on the subway, and represented how the 
public would suffer from the delay in con- 
struction it would cause. 1 told him I ap- 
preciated this, but that as matters stood 
now I could not see my way to calling otf 
the strike, I want to deny the statement 
that I intended to appeal to J. P. Morgan 
or that I had written to President Roose- 
velt about the strike. While 1 believe our 
difficulty could be settlea@ by the Directors 
of the United States Steel Corporation, as 
the situation now stands it is up to Presi- 
dent Joshua Hatfield. We have been in- 
formed that the matter was to be treated 
by local committees ef the employers. That 
is not satisfactory. In New York the rep- 
resentative named by the company was 
John S. McCord, Superintendent of Erec- 
tion Mr. Heldig, our local Executive 
Board member, has had several conferences 
with him, and nothing was accomplished. 
We can do nothing until President Hatfield 
withdraws from his position and deals with 
the international officers.” 

The grievances, he said, were principally 
the employment of non-union men and the 
hiring of minors. 


Vice President Gayler of the United 
States Steel Corporation said that he did 
rot expect there would be a National 
strike. 

The National Building Trades Council, 


which has not a great foothold in this clty, 
controls the building trades unions in tiear- 
ly every other large city, and there was a 


belief yesterday that unless the trouble is 
settled soon the council may order general 
sympathetic strikes of all the building 


trades unions it controls. 
The situation in this city was regarded 
yesterday us more serious than in any other 


part of the United States. The officials of 
the American Bridge Company admit that 
the New York building trades are so thor- 


oughly organized that the strike cannot be 


breken. The stopping of all work on the 
Kkapid Transit Subway power house in 
West Fifty-ninth Street and the Lenox 
Avenue inspection shed may delay work 


indefinitely. The strikes in the tunnel are 
because the American Bridge Company sup- 
plied the structural iron. It was learned 
yesterday that when the strike was de- 
clared all the construction work along the 
entire tunnel was tied up, but after half 
an hour the strike in the tunnel was calied 
off everywhere except at the power house 
and inspection shed, 

At the office of the American Bridge 
Company it was declared that the company 


would not deal with any of the interna- 
tional officers. An official of the company 
said he had seen Delegate McCarthy and 


had a short talk with him on the situation 
in the forenoon, but nothing came of it. 


“We are willing to deal with the local 
unions,”’ he said, “but the international 
unicn wants to come in. When the Na- 


tional Association of Structural [ron Man- 
ufacturers and Erectors was formed it was 
agreed that all local questions in dispute 
should be left to local committees.” 


This official estimated that about 1,500 
iron workers were on. strike altogether 
against the company. Outside of New York 
they had 300 men in all at work in the 
various cities, which meant that on all the 
contracts more or less men were at work. 

‘In this city,’’ he continued, “ the build- 
ing trades are so well organized that we 


could not get men to replace the strikers. 
We do not know what the strike is for even 
now. In New York 600 men are on strike. 
This leaves 900 out in the other cities. The 
300 new men are scattered over the con- 
tracts where these 900 men were working. 


I don't know how many men might be 
made idle eventually, but 200,000 would 
be a wild exaggeration.”’ 


In Philadelphia, he said, the company had 
all the men it needed, and also in Syracuse 
and Baltimore. In Pittsburg 100 men were 
at work. The other cities affected included 
Marietta, Ohio; Buffalo, New York, Cleve- 
jand, Detroit, and New Haven. Up to date 
the strike had not reached Chicago or Bos- 
ton, and the company had no men working 
in San Francisco, where the strike was first 
decinred 


He denied that any communication had 
been received from the union before the 
strike The only communication was re- 


ceived last week in the way of a telegram 
trom Buffalo from President Buchanan of 
the internationa! organization, in which he 


asked for a conference. 
‘Mr. Buchanan was referred to §S. P., 
Mitchell, our chief engineer of construc- 


he continued, “‘and a communica- 
tion was sent to him asking for a confer- 
ence, He sent a reply that he had no time 
to go to Buffalo.” 

He denied that the company was paying 
premiums to non-union men or had any 
scheme to get the men to take stock in the 
company. There was no stock to sell, but 
the employes of the United States Steel 
Corporation, of which the company was a 
part, had given its men the privilege some 
time ago of purchasing shares at a certain

BRIDGE STRIKE SITUATION. 


American Company’s Attempt to Settle 
the Trouble at Pittsburg Sep- 
arately Resisted.

PITTSBURG, Penn., March 30,--The 
American Bridge Company to-day sent 
word to the local union, No, 3, that officers 
of the company would meet representatives 
of the local to settle the strike. Secretary 
J. C. Johnson, however, demanded that a 
general conference be held to discuss all the 
claims against the American Bridge Com- 
pany in various parts of the country, The 
Bridge Company will not concede this point. 
It is intent on settling each question sep- 
arately. 

The company continues to import non- 
union men, and to-day thirty-seven more 
were brought in from Norfolk, Va. Owing 
to a downpour of rain, the strikers had no 
pickets out, and the new men were not 
molested. The company has about 100 
non-union men located at its shops and va- 
rious buildings about the city. It is the 
belief here that rather than have a strike 
of all the structural workers a general 
conference will be held and some of the 
demands made by the union men will be 
conceded. 

The strike probably will be settled within 
a week, 


SHIPYARD STRIKE TROUBLE. 


Dead-Lock Over Employment of Non- 
Union Men Continues. 


After a long conference between the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the New York Metal 
Trides Association and a committee of the 
Marine Trades Council, yesterday, at 203 
Broadway, regarding the strike of the boil- 
ermakers in the Townsend-Downey ship- 


yards, it was found impossible to end the 
deadlock caused by the employment of non- 
union men. 

The action of the Elizabethport unton of 
boilermakers in refusing to agree to de- 
clare the strike off until nine men who 
took the places of strikers were discharged 
made it impossible to end the strike, as the 
employers refused to discharge the non- 
union men, Both sides said after the con- 
ference was over that no end to the strike 
was in sight. 


TO FEDERATE EMPLOYERS. 


One of the Proposition Which the Na 
tional Metal Trades’ Association 
Will Consider. 


BUFFALO, March 30.—A general organ- 
ization of employers for a movement to 
federate employers by delegates, corre- 
sponding to the Central Labor bodies of 
the employes, will be one of the big propo- 
sitions undertaken by the National Metal 
Trades’ Association, which meets here on 
April 1 and 2. The Executive Committee 
of the association met at the Iroquois Hotel 
to-day and began necessary preliminary 
work. 

“Our organization has given great en- 
couragement to this federation movement,” 
said £. F. Dubrul of Cincinnati, Vice Pres- 
ident of the associatién. *‘ In Chicago, De- 
troit, Milwaukee, Cincinnati, Minneapolis, 
and in about 100 different places, central 
bodies of employers are now flourishing. 
State federations of employers are planned 
the same as the trades unions have, and 
eventually the employers will be well or- 
ganized in their different bodies throughout 
the country.” 

The association disapproves 
of strikes or lock-outs. It will neither treat 
with men who have struck nor lend its 
Support to employers who institute a lock- 
out without first undertaking to arbitrate 
the difficulty on a fair and equitable basis. 
Arbitration is one of the cardinal principles 
of the organization.

Suicide of Mrs. Elizabeth Robinson, 
Who Speculated in Stocks—Said 
to Have Had $90,000.

After knocking repeatedly he gained en- 
trance to the room by going to the fire 
escape. The place was in disorder, as if 
the woman had begun to pack to move, and 
then had suddenly concluded to die. Mr. 
Quinn said that a week ago Mrs. Robinson 
bought carbolic acid, intending to kill her- 
self, but he had dissuaded her. Her hus- 
band died about nine years ago, leaving 
her $90,000, he said, She became a con- 
firmed speculator in stocks, and recently 
she gave a chattel mortgage on her fur- 
niture, and had defaulted in the weekly 
payments of $10 on the loan.

NEW YORK LEGISLATURE 


Trained Nurses’ Bill Is Discussed 
in Both Houses. 








Columbus Day Bill Advanced — Late 
Partisan Debate on the Charter 
for Niagara City. 





ALBANY, March 30.—There was much 
discussion in both houses to-night on the 
bills to regulate the practice of nursing. 
The measure {s advocated by the New Yorts 
State Nurses’ Association. 

Senator McCabe, a Brooklyn physician, 
in the Senate objected to that section of 
Senator Armstrong's bill which provides 
that the Regents shall name a board of five 
examiners from ten nominees chosen by the 
State Association. He insisted that the 
Nurses’ Association represents less than 
one-third of the nurses of the State, and 
that the other nurses should have the privi- 
lege of naming candidates for appointment. 

“It is nothing more or less than an at- 
tempt made by Canadian nurses to dictate 
and control the practice of nurses in this 
State,"’ sald Senator McCabe. “It is a 
question of whether Canadian nurses shall 
prevent American girls who have been edu- 
cated dn Baltimore or Philadelphia from 
practicing. It is the worst piece of legis- 
lation that has come up in that line this 
Winter.” 


The bill was advanced without amend- 
ment. 


In the Assembly the discussion was on 
Assemblyman Nye’s bill. Mr. Davis of 
Monroe County moved that it be recommit- 
ted in order that it might be made to con- 
form with Senator Armstrong’s bill, The 
vote was 62 yeas to 62 nays, and Speaker 
Nixon voted against recommittal. 

Mr, Sulzberger offered an amendment so 
that nurses who have practiced for five 
years need not pass an examination upon 
producing a certificate of two physicians 
to that effect. Mr. Nye contended that it 
was discretionary with the -Board of 
Regents to decide if a practicing nurse 
should pass the examination. The amend- 
ment was lost by 56 yeas to 67 nays. 

Mr. Davis offered an amendment to pro- 
vide that examining boards shall be nomi- 
nated by tHe New York State Nurses’ As- 
sociation, The Nye bill provides that the 
examining board shall include at least two 
practicing physicians. 


Mr. Dwyer declared the nurses should 


have the right to nominate the board of 
examiners. The amendment was lost, 53 
yeas to 77 nays. 

Mr. Rogers offered an amendment pro- 
viding that the Regents shall waive the 
examination in cases of persons practicing 
nursing. The amendment was adopted and 
the bill was ordered reprinted. 

An amusing discussion arose in the com- 
mittee of the whole of the Senate when 
Senator eyrgerend 6 bill making the anni- 
versary of the discovery of America by 
Columbus a holiday. 

Senator Brackett objected, saying that 
there were already too many holidays, and 
that there was no possible reason why this 
day should be made a holiday. 

‘Of course,’’ he continued, I haye got 
nothing agains( Christopher, no quarrel] po- 
litical or otherwise, but I really have hard 
times finding a day on which to pay my 
notes now, and the Legislature should not 
make it any more difficult.” 

Senator McCarren defended the bill, and 
asked why the Judiciary Committee, of 
which Mr, Brackett was Chairman, had 
reported it favorably. 

“It was in a spasm of insanity or on a 
day when the committee was trying to 


do' the Chairman,” replied 
Brackett. D Senator 


‘“‘I suggest that it be made a holiday in 
the Eleventh Senatorial District; that would 
suit Senator Fitzgerald's constituents,” in- 
terjected Senator Raines. 

“If it ls good for my district It is good 
for the whole State,’ responded Mr. Fitz- 
gerald. 

“There is net a shadow of justification 
for this bill," repeated Senator Brackett. 
The Senate thought otherwise, and by a 
vote of 27 to 8 it was advanced to third 
reading. 

A dozen privileged resolutions were pre- 
sented in the Senate requesting Goy. Odell 
to return certain bills that had been passed 
by both houses. It is understood that no- 
tice had been served that the bills men- 
tioned would be vetoed. 

Communications were received from the 
Northside Board of Trade of New York 
City_ protesting against the enactment of 
the Mortgage Tax bill. 

Senator Hill presented a preamble and 
resolutiong expressing the appreciation of 
the people of the State of New York of 
the labors of Major Thomas W. Symonds, 
United States Army, for his services and 
assistance to State authorities in the study 
of the canal problem. He asked for imme- 
diate action, but this was objected to by 
Senator Malby, who said that “ there is too 
much canal in the resolutions to suit me.” 

The Clark bill, which gives the Mayor of 
New York City the right to purchase the 
Staten Island Ferry, was advanced to third 
reading in_ the Assembly and recommitted. 

It was 10:30 P, M. in the Assembly wlen 
debate was begun on Assemblyman Leg- 
gett's bill, amending the charter of Niagara 
Falls. It brought out vehement protests 
from the minority, who held that it wes 
partisan, and demanded that it be recum- 
mitted for a hearing. 

Mr. Bradley of Erle at 11 o'clock, after 
Democratic filibustering, demanded that 
the entire bill, which consists of 227 pages, 
be read and a call of the House ordered to 
keep the members in their seats. He finally 
withdrew his demand, and debate on the 
bill began. 

As Minority Leader Palmer was speaking 
on the bill the lights went out. He quickly 
seized the opportunity, and said: 

‘‘I was sure there was so much darkness 
in on bill that it would put out the 
1 ts.”’

VOTE ON THE EXCISE TAX 


Raines Bill Will Be Jammed Through 
the Assembly To-day. 








No Action Taken on the Mortgage Tax 
Bill—Some Senators Still in 
Favor of It.

ALBANY, March 30.—Fearful of a failure 
to report the Raines Liquor Tax Increase 
bill to-morrow morning, the Assembly 
leaders arranged to force it out. Mr. 
Rogers, the majority leader, gave notice he 
would move to discharge the Excise Com- 
mittee at some future date and suspend 
certain rules so as to take up the bill out 
of its regular order.

In the case of a violation 
by any person the punishment shall be a 
fine of not less than $2,000 nor more than

$5,000 fine or more than $10,000.

[TROUBLES IN BASEBALL

Laborers on American League 
Grounds Want More Wages. 





Petitions to Have Streets Cut Through 
the Enclosure to be Heard 
This Morning. 





Several laborers who had been employed 
in the work of leveling the Washington 
Heights sité for the new baseball grounds 
refused to go to work yesterday uniess the 
contractor paid them a higher rate of 
wages. Quite a few of the discontented 
men left the grounds, but many o?% them 
went on with the work and new men were 
quickly secured to fill the vacancies. The 
laborers claimed that they had been prom- 
ised $2 per day and only received $1.50 
per day when they were paid last Saturday. 
The demands of the men gave tise to a 
report that 200 carpenters’ helpers had 
struck and that the work, which had been 
rushed along for several days, woula be de- 
layed. 

This was denied by President Joseph 
Gordon of the Greater New York Baseball 
Club, who secured the lease of the grounds 
for the new organization. When seen at 
his residence last night Mr. Gordon said: 
“There was no strike and there are no 
carpenters’ helpers. The ordinary laborers 
who dig holes for the construction of the 
high fence around the grounds and carry 
lumber to the carpenters are paid $1.50 per 
day and work nine hours. This is one hour 
less time than is required by laborers on 
other big contracts in and around New 
York, and the rate paid elsewhere is only 
$1.25. The men who refused to resume 
work this morning wanted $2 per day, but 
many of them went to work later and the 
places of the others were filled without 
any trouble. 

“One thing which I want to be distinctly 
understood,’”’ continued Mr. Gordon, “is 
that I am not antagonistic to the working- 
men, on the contrary I am in sympathy 
with them. In every contract let out I 
have insisted upon a clause being inserted 
which compels the contractor to pay the 
prevailing rate of wages. In the case of 
these laborers we offered better terms and 
shorter hours ecause we wanted good, re- 
liable men to push along the work to speedy 
completion, and there will be no delay, as 
we have got plenty of men. The high fence 
will soon be completed, and the erection of 
the stands will be begun on Thursday.” 

Althcugh it rained very hard yesterday, 
the full complement of men in the day and 
night shifts kept working steadily, as they 
were supplied with oilskins by the con- 
tracters, and the work of drilling rock 
wes kept up until 11 o’clock last night. Up 
to the present time a good deal has been 
accomplished by the contractors, and the 
representatives of the stockhviders in the 
new club are quite satisfied that every- 
thing will be in readiness for the opening 
of the playing season. 

A petition having been signed by prop- 
erty owners on Washington Heights and 
presented to the Washington Heights Local 
Board asking that One Hundred and Sixty- 
sixth and One Hundred and Sixty-seventh 
Streets be cut through the newly leased 
grounds, the matter will be given a hearing 
at 11 o’clock this morning, in tae old Alder- 
manic Board room in the City Hall. Bor- 
ough President Jacob Cantor will pre- 
side, and the other members of the Alder- 
manic Board who will be present are John 
Cc. Klett, John L. Florence, James C. 
Meyers, and Elias Goodman. The inter- 
ests of the Blind Asylum authorities, who 
jeased the property to the Greater New 
York Baseball Club, will be iooked after 
by Lawyers Strong and Cadwalader, and 
Abram I. Elkus will be the iegal repre- 
sentative cf the baseball club. 

The contention of the petitioners who are 
opposed to the grounds being used for a 
baseball park, is to the effect that property 
on Washington Heights will deteriorate in 
value for residence purposes if large crowds 
are drawn thé@re to witness baseball games 
or other sporting events. 

A counter petition, bearing the signatures 
of many presery owners and business men 
in the Washington Heights section, also 
will be presented, which, it is said, will 
show that the majority of the residents 
are in favor of the ball park, and ‘that it 
will be beneficial to the neighborhood.

BETTING ON RACES. 
Westchester Racing Association Re- 


lieved as Defendant in Test Case 
of the Bookmakers. 


The first decision in the suits that were 
instituted for the recovery of money lost 
in bets made on race tracks, Lawyer Stein- 
hardt acting, it was said, in the interest of 
Peter De Lacy, was rendered yesterday, 
when an action which made the West- 
chester Racing Association a defendant, 
besides the bookmaker who took the bets, 
was dismissed as far as the racing asso- 
clation is concerned. 

The action was brought by Raymond P. 
Moulton before Thomas E. Murray, Jus- 
tice of the Tenth District Municipal Court. 
William J. Torpie was named as the book- 
maker who accepted the bets. The under- 
standing was that Peter De Lacy desired 
to prove that, if betting on the race tracks 
was permitted, it was legal for betting to 
go on in the poolrooms. 

The decision rendered was on the motion 
of the counsel for the Westchester Racing 
Association to dismiss the action as far as 
it concerned that organization, on the plea 
that the association had nothing to do with 
the actions of either Moulton or Torple. 
Justice Murray decided that the wager in 
question was made between Torpie and 
Moulton, and that the Westchester Racing 
Association had nothing to do with it, 
either through its representatives, or as 
a partner. He added: ‘ Whether betting 
is lawful or not is not for this court to 
decide.”’ 

In the testimony Moulton admitted that 
he had known Lawyer Steinhardt only a 
short time, his acquaintance beginning with 
his suit, and that the suit had been brought 
in the interest of De Lacy. The court 
found that the suit was not in good faith, 
and so set aside one of the chief conten- 
tions.

LOWELL COTTON MILLS IDLE. 


Full Effect of the Shut-Down Apparent 
Yesterday When No Work 
Was Done. 


LOWELL, Mass., March 30.—For the 
first time in many years on a working day 
the bells on the great cotton mills in this 
city were silent this morning and the 
streets, usually marked by the hurry and 


bustle of thousands of apres on their 
way to work, were still and almost de- 
serted. Although the shut-down of the 
seven plants affected by the strike order 
of the Textile Council, which was passed 
to enforce a demand for a 10 per cent. in- 
crease in wages, was issued Saturday, its 
full effect was not apparent until to-day. 

Absolute quiet prevailed in the section 
occupied by the cotton factories. No dem- 
onstration of any sort occurred, and the 
period of inactivity, the duration of which 
cannot be definitely predicted, began with- 
out a notable incident, save perhaps the 
fact that a few men and women, .who had 
started to finish up some work in the 
cloth rooms of one or two of the mills, 
were turned back by committees from the 
labor unions. This was done in a way 
which attracted no attention from outsid- 
ers, and the operatives yielded readily to 
the suggestions of the committees. 

Of the seven corporations which are shut 
down, four had practically no help work- 
ing te-day. At the Merrimac and at the 
Hamilton mills the print works were not 
closed. These departments are not directly 
involved in the contest over wages, but 
they are affected by the suspension in 
when the present stock of material is 
finished, they will be forced into idleness. 
It is thought that there is enamgh cloth on 
hand to last for about two weeks.

Rules Was Lost. 


Schedule for the Coming Season on 
Long Island Sound Completed—

The Yacht Racing Association of Long 
Island Sound held its March general meet- 
ing last night at'the Arena in West Thirty- 
first Street and much important business 
was transacted.

OUR FINANCIAL “POSITION.” 

We publish in another column a state- 
ment by Mr. Morcan of his views as to 
the present financial situation, with 
especial reference to what are spoken of 
as “ undigested securities.” Mr. MORGAN 
lays stress on the necessity of consiger- 
ing the character of these securities, the 
purposes for which they were issued, and 
the condition of general business. It is 
his judgment—and his judgment is enti- 
tled to respect because it is based on ex- 
traordinary information and because he 
has usually been very reserved in his ex- 
pressions on the one hand and candid on 
the other when he has spoken—that the 
great body of the securities referred to 
are sound and their issue justified, and 
that the general condition of the country 
is such that they will safely be absorbed, 
while prosperity on conservative lines 
will continue. 

This is a view that we think could be 
sustained by tests in many directions. 
‘We regard it as much more sensible and 
well founded than the view of The Lon- 
don Times that “the position in the 
United States is unsound” and that 
there is need for the banks and the 
financiers to unite in “ rigidly repressing 

all further incautious speculation” in 
order to avoid a “ violent collapse.”’ This 
| conclusion is supported by the assertion 
that the fact that the country is pros- 
perous is “irrelevant’’ and by the as- 
sumption that the money scarcity cannot 
be explained in any serious degree by our 
defective “‘ banking arrangements.” All 
the information accessible tends to show 
two important facts existing at the pres- 
ent time. One is the demand for cur- 
rency due to the activity of exchanges in 
the every-day business of the country. 
The cther is the rigidity of our system of 
bank issues which makes it impossible 
for the banks, though with the best se- 
curity and on the safest conditions, to 
increase the supply of currency. We 
know that the daily, legitimate, unspecu- 
lative business of the country is extraor- 
dinarily active from the returns of the 
railroads which are carrying the goods 
bought and sold, from the reports of all 
commercial bodies, and from those of the 
principal lines of trade and manufacture. 
‘We know that this activity is generally 
conservative from the condition of col- 
lections in all parts of the country, and 
especially in the retail and commission 
trade. Of anything like extreme specula- 
tion there has been no sericus sign in a 
long time, and the condition of the money 
market has made it impracticable for 
some time to come. On the other hand, 
there are many signs of the scarcity of 
currency to meet the demands of actual 
trade. 

This is a situation that logically could 
safely and promptly be relieved by the 
issue of banknotes, were such issue pos- 
sible under conditions that would render 
the return of unnecessary notes for re- 
demption certain. Such issues are for- 
bidden by law. The banks can increase 
their circulation only on the deposit of 
United States bonds, the volume and cost 
of which make any large or ready in- 
crease in the circulation impracticable. 
That fact, and that fact chiefly, consti- 
tutes the explanation of the present 
scarcity of money. Other causes contrib- 
ute undoubtedly to the uncertainty in the 
public mind, and among them the un- 
known amount of “undigested securi- 
ties’’ that are being carried. But the 
effect of this element in the situation 
cannot at present be very great or it 
would be shown by other symptoms 
than those to be detected. There would 
be a more marked restriction of credit 
than has taken place. The restriction 
which can be traced is in money, in cur- 
rency, which we-have no adequate means 
of supplying. The conditions which Mr. 
MorGANn points out are those which pro- 
duce the scarcity of currency; they are 
inconsistent with that excess of “ incau- 
tious speculation ” which our friends on 
the other side think prevails here. 

















_AN ESTABLISHED REFORM. 

Gov. OpELL took occasion to remark to 
the deputation which went to Albany the 
other day to protest against the weaken- 
ing of the tenement house law that there 
was really no danger of such weakening 
and that he did not see why the deputa- 
tion should apprehend any. 

It is quite true that the Governor has 
himself taken the most satisfactory atti- 
tude in reference to the law. But it 
does not follow that the visit of the del- 
egation was superfluous. Had the hear- 
ing come off when it was expected, the 
impressiveness of the delegation would 
have been even greater. But the fact 
that over 300 representative New York- 
ers, men and women, found it worth 
their while to devote a day to legislation 
at Albeny as a manifestation of their 
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civic spirit and their interest in a reform 


in which they had only a public interest 
was not only most gratifying in itself. 
It must have impressed the Legislature 
with the depth and strength of the sen- 
timent in favor of the law. 

What is more to the purpose, it must 
have impressed those persons who have a 
selfish interest in weakening’ safeguards 
of the law with a conviction that their 
cause is as hopeless as it is bad, and 
that they have no chance of accomplish- 
ing their designs except by indirection. 
The success of tenement house reform is 
in fact assured, and the reform is already 
established. This demonstration is worth 
all it can have cost not merely to the ex- 
cursionists to Albany, but to the men 
and women who labored unselfishly for 
years in the noble cause now won. 





PRACTICAL WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 

Persons who recall or who have kept in 
mind the remarkably confident tone of 
Mr. Marconi and Prof. PuPIN in respect 
to the future of wireless telegraphy at a 
dinner given to the Italian inventor in 
this city about two months ago will not 
be surprised to learn that the Marconi 
system has already been put to practical , 
commercial use in the daily transmission 
of dispatches across the Atlantic Ocean 
from New York to London. The London 
Times of yesterday published two news 
dispatches, each over 100 words in 
length, sent by its New York corre- 
spondent from the Marconi station at 
Cape Cod to the Poldhu station in Corn- 
wall, and thence by Jand lines to London. 
The Times announces that it has entered 
into a contract with the Marconi Com- 
pany for the regular transmission of 
news dispatches. It adds that the cost of 
ocean wireless telegraphy is only a little 
in excess of the cable rate from England 
to France. 

Under the waters of the Atlantic there 
are now 45,000 miles of cables connect- 
ing the United States with Europe. These 
lines belong to five distinct cable sys- 
tems; but in respect to their manage- 
ment and control there are but two or 
three cable organizations, Over these 
lines the commercial rate for messages 
to England or France is 25 cents a word. 
The rate for press messages, which are 
mostly transmitted after the close of 
business, is 10 cents per word. 

The London Times calls the attention 
of the business men of Great Britain to 
the fact that the application of the Mar- 
coni system to the practical business of 
transmitting daily dispatches has a se- 
rious bearing upon important interests. 
First of all, of course, it must have a 
bearing upon the cable companies, with 
their large capitalization and expensive 
equipment. Mr. Marconi during his re- 
cent visit to New York was entirely 
frank in discussing this aspect of his in- 
vention. He seemed to have no doubt that 
the cable companies must materially re- 
duce their charges or go out of business 
as soon as he should be able to establish 
stations enough to accept for transmis- 
sion all messages that would be offered. 
Against the competition of the Marconi 
rate at, say, 2% cents a word, the cable 
rate of 25 cents a word could manifestly 
not be maintained. Perhaps it is not 
rash to put the coming Marconi rate for 
press messages at 1 cent a word. The 
effect upon the cable companies of a 
competition so formidable can, of course, 
be imagined by That these 
companies will go out of business, how- 
ever, is not to be expected. Their cables | 
may go out of business—may be aban- 
doned to desuetude and decay in the 
deeps. But the corporations themselves, 
it is natural to expect, advancing at a 
somewhat livelier pace than their policy 
and their freedom from competition has 
permitted in the past, would by purchase 
or invention provide themselves with a 
system and apparatus of wireless teleg- 
raphy. 

If the charge be made that the cable 
companies themselves are largely re- 
sponsible for the dilemma in which they 
may presently become involved—even if 
they are not already involved in it—we 
do not know what answer they could 
make. Their rates have remained sub- 
stantially unchanged for twenty-five 
years. Within that period new cables 
have been laid down, competitors have 
entered the field. The usual results of 
competition have not been witnessed. 
Hither by combination or by agreement 
they have maintained their tolls. Yet 
during the last quarter of a century the 
charges of nearly every other class or 
kind of transporting corporations have 
been materially reduced. Land telegraph 
tells are lower than they were in the sev- 
enties, railway freight and passenger tar- 
iffs have undergone a conspicuous re- 
duction. The modern business tendency 
is everywhere toward low rates and 
larger business. The cable companies 
have stubbornly resisted that tendency. 
The plea has been made in their behalf 
that the cost of a cable is great, its ca- 
pacity limited; that all the lines are now 
doing at the rates charged all the busi- 
ness of which they are capable; that as 
reduced rates would only bring business 
which they could not accommodate the 
result would be a net loss, and this in 
the case of some companies would lead 
to bankruptcy. If all this be true, the 
cable business is an exception. It stands 
alone in this busy modern world. Inevit- 
ably from such a stagnation there would 
be some way of escape, from such a bur- 
den upon business as a twenty-five-cent 
cable rate to England there would come 
some relief. It has come, apparently, in 
the invention of apparatus by which 
messages can be sent over the ocean 
through the gratuitous air instead of un- 
der it over a costly cable. It is open to 
anybody to say that the minds of in- 
ventors—for there appear to be several 
practical systems besides that of Mar- 
coni—have been stimulated to greater 
activity and greater results by the policy 
of the cable companies, or, if we accept 


any one. 
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their plea, by their inability to adapt 
themselves to new conditions. They seem 
to have helped on their own undoing. 

It is, of course, possible to be too san- 
guine about any invention, but the his- 
tory of all the great inventions which 
have helped to annihilate time and space 
warrants great confidence in respect to 
wireless telegraphy. The steam railway, 
the electric telegraph, the telephone, the 
steamboat, and electric lighting and pro- 
pulsion are all examples of inventions 
that passed through more or less pro- 
longed periods of tottering infancy, dur- 
ing which the croakers and the skeptics 
unanimously resolved that they were but 
toys and playthings that would never 
come to any practical use. The tele- 
phone, for instance, required from the 
time the principle was discovered and 
applied a dozen years of supplementary 
invention and development to fit it for 
commercial service, and it hardly came 
into general use until some fifteen years 
after its practicability was demonstrat- 
ed at the Centennial Exposition. Mar- 
Con!'s first message across the Atlantic, 
it must be remembered, was sent in De- 
cember, 1901. His company is now, fif- 
teen months later, under contract to ac- 
cept daily business at a specified rate. 
That is commercial use. It would be 
idle to pretend that it is of present com- 
mercial importance that The London 
Times is receiving 200 words a day by 
wireless telegraphy. The importance les 
in the promise, almost the certainty, of 
greater things to come. It is exceedingly 
difficult for an inventor to outrun the 
human imagination, but evidently imagi- 
nation must be on its feet and keep 
awake if it is to take due account of 
progress in this branch of invention. 


A SYMPATHETIC STRIKE AVERTED. 


Mr. PowbDERLY’s famous motto, that 
“the injury of one is the concern of ali,” 
with its practical corollary, the ‘‘ sympa- 
thetic strike,” has had some tragical and 
many comical consequences. Its conse- 
quences to the Knights of Labor were 4l- 
together disastrous. After a few years of 
faithful endeavor to force “all” out of 
work when ‘ one” was dissatisfied, Mr. 
PowbDERLY found his followers, at one 
time numbering hundreds of thousands, 
dwindled to a corporal’s guard. 

Such is the natural result of the sym- 
pathetic strike. The Central Federated 
Union had under discussion on Sunday, 
however, a proposition for a sympathetic 
strike which would have outdone most of 
its predecessors in absurdity. It seems 
that there is an internecine struggle g0- 
ing on for the recognition by the employ- 
ing blacksmiths of a “ union label” for 
horseshoes, and that certain brewers, 
presumably instigated by the devil, send 
their horses to be shod without “ labels.” 
Thereupon a horseshoer demanded that 
all the trades represented in the brew- 
eries in question should call out their 
men and suspend brewing until the brew- 
ers had their horseshoeing all done in 
* union ”’ shops. 

It seems that there was real danger 
that this proposition might be adopted but 
for a delegate of the Eccentric Firemen's 
Union, which seems to be much less ec- 
centric than some of its affiliated bodies. 
This delegate pointed out that his union 
had a contract with the brewers, which 
the brewers had not violated, and that it 
had voted in favor of keeping its con- 
tract, regard to the places in 
which the brewers might choose to have 
their horses shod, or to the kind of label 
the horseshoes should bear. These par- 
ticulars had not apparently been covered 
contemplated by the agreement in 
question. This slight exhibition of com- 
mon sense and common justice was suf- 
ficient to postpone the discussion, and it 
is to be hoped to defeat the proposition, 
But what a curious condition of affairs 
is shown by the fact that it should be 
necessary for one man to explain that 
he does not mean to quarrel with his 
bread and butter for no better reason 
than that another man has chosen to 
quarrel with his.

THE THREE-PLATOON SCHEME. 


It is not easy to understand why any 
sensible member of the Legislature 
should listen seriously to the pleas for the 
bill to force the three-platoon plan on the 
Police Department in this city. 

It is a matter that belongs wholly to 
the Government of the city. It is as 
purely a home affair as the hours of 
work for the Mayor himself or the Po- 
lice Commissioner. The latter is respon- 
sible to the former and the former is re- 
sponsible to the people. It is quite im- 
possible for the members of the Legis- 
lature to judge of our needs or to de- 
vise means of meeting them in the best 
manner. We have a fairly good system 
for attending to them ourselves, and if 
it does not work well we know how to 
improve it. It is not in any sense a State 
matter, and no one would think of going 
to Albany about it if it were not for 
* politics.” 

The politics that sends it there is of the 
worst sort. Mr. Platt and his immediate 
friends in the machine want to win votes 
from the policemen. That is dll there is 
to it. In the past Tammany has had a 
certain hold on the men by the cruel 
and mean use of corrupt power. Tam- 
many has been especially hard on the 
decent men, and easy on the worst of the 
force. The present administration has 
sought to weed out the bad men and en- 
courage the good. A good deal of im- 
provement has been made; a _ better 
standard is slowly being set up, and the 
men are learning that honest service is 
the surest means to secure their own in- 
terests. Now comes Mr. PLatTtT and tries 
to teach them that indirect bribery is 
the only thing that the Republican Purty 
has to offer to them.

THE CHINESE INDEMNITY. 

The presentation by the American rep- 
resentative on the Bankers’ Commission 
to the Chinese Government of an indem- 
nity bond giving guarantees of the pay- 
ment of our indemnity in silver seems to 
have disturbed the representatives of the 
nations which are still, though vainly, 
insisting upon payment in gold. To this 
demand the Chinese authorities plead in- 
ability. Possibly they also plead that 
the construction of the treaty which the 
United States, for their part, has ac- 
cepted, is the correct construction. At 
any rate, it is the more merciful con- 
struction, and the adoption of it is per- 
fectly in line with all the proceedings of 
our Government toward China since the 
advent of the present Secretary of State. 
Those proceedings included even an in- 
timation of a willingness to take our 
share of the indemnity in larger com- 
mercial facilities, not even exclusive to 
ourselves, in place of a money payment. 

The educated but untraveled Chinese 
must be very much perplexed to form an 
opinion of Americans. Judging us by our 
Foreign Office, by our Tsung-li-Yamen, 
judging us even by our army, they must 
put us morally at the head of all the 
Powers with which they have had to 
deal, as scrupulously just and fair-deal- 
ing, and as tempering justice with 
mercy. Christian civilization, they must 
admit, means something in our mouths. 
But then they turn to the dealings with 
them of our lawmakers, and find them- 
selves treated with no pretense of jus- 
tice, but with cynical brutality and 
shameless perfidy. Happily for them and 
for us, our most recent and conspicuous 
dealings with them have been conducted 
through our more creditable agencies.

—~-When Mayor Leeps of Stamford fol- 
lowed his own impulses and hurried to the 
defense of certain mice from the thought- 
less cruelty of women and kittens, he 
caused a good many smiles in all parts of 
the country, but the smiles were more or 
less approving ones, and the fame he won 
was a tangible asset for an aspiring poli- 
ticilan. Now, alas for him, he has ceased 
to be original, and, though the model he 
chose to copy was our own excellent 
Mayor, he, unfortunately, selected for imi- 
tation not Mr. Low’s many virtues, but 
one of his few faults—the exercise of his 
personal judgment as to whether a certain 
law should be enforced or whether it 
should be mitigated and weakened to sult 
the exigencies of convenience and party 
politics. As a result, Mayor Legpps finds 
himself in hot water, just as Mayor Low 
did, and, as Mayor Legps has been franker 
than Mayor Low was in the exposition of 
his reasons for acting as his own Legis- 
lature, so his water is hotter than that 
into which his exemplar fell. On the mouse 
question Mayor L&EEDs stood so straight 
that to some people he seemed to lean 
backward—which is not graceful. In the 
matter of enforcing the excise law he has 
leaned forward dangerously far, tumbled 
in, and is evidently beyond his depth. 





-—One of the indicted Directors of the 
North Jersey Street Railway Company in- 
sists that it was a mistake to hold him 
responsible for the Clifton Avenue acci- 
dent, since it was not his business or that 
of his fellow-Directors to know the condi- 
tions which brought about the death of the 
High School pupils. ‘‘ We get,’’ he says, 
“the best men we can to run the lines, and 
we have a right to expect that these men 
will do their duty. It is just so in every 
business of any magnitude. There are 
employers and employés, and the employers 
have done their duty when they get good 
employés and retain them sg long as they 
remain so, giving them clearly to under- 
stand what they are expected to do.”” This 
is comforting doctrine, especially for an 
indicted Director, and of course there is 
something in it, but it is one thing for 
him to say that his employés are the best 
obtainable and quite another thing to prove 
it except by the maintenance by those em- 
ployés of conditions as good as “the state 
of the art” permits. The conditions that 
had long existed at the Clifton Avenue 
crossing were far below that standard, and 
the inevitable deduction—the deduction evi- 
dently made by the Grand Jury which 
brought in the indictments—was that either 
the company’s directly responsible em- 
ployés were not the best obtainable or else 
that they had not been allowed to do what 
they knew ought to be done. And that 
brought the responsibility, if not upon the 
Directors, at least uncomfortably close to 
them. 





—Again the street cleaners, or some of 
them, are complaining of their white uni- 
forms, and this time they have applied to 
the Central Federated Union for assistance 
in securing a change in the regulations 
under which garments of brown or black 
can be substituted for those now in use. 
The avowed reason for starting this cam- 
paign is that the white uniforms require 
frequent washing and are therefore unduly 
expensive, but it is hard to escape the sus- 
picion that the chief objection to Col. 
WaRINQ’s invention is that it renders the 
wearer even more conspicuous than it does 
the fact that he is engaged, or is supposed 
to be engaged, in the performance of work 
that leaves its mark on the worker. A man 
dressed in white catches the eye of every 
passer, and his industry—or lack of it—is 
often noted, and not infrequently reported. 
Col. Wartna had this pecullarity in mind 
when he chose the uniform for his force, 
but he held that it would be inconvenient 
only to street cleaners with more Inclina- 
tion to draw their pay than to earn it. In- 
cidentally, he held that the white uniforms 
facilitated the work of Inspectors and 
bosses, by enabling them to find their 
subordinates with ease, and that, too, may 
be an added cause of unpopularity in the 
conspicuous color. If the men really find 
the washing of their uniforms too great 
a drain upon their scanty wages, why 
don't they start a movement to have it 
done at the city’s expense? If they did 
that, and at the same time admitted what 
everybody else believes as to the excellence 
of white uniforms in every other respect, 
they would be much more likeiy than now 
to win the sympathy of the public and to 
escape its suspicions.

CASE AGAINST SENATOR SMOOT 


The Rev. Mr. Leilich to Fight Against 
Removal — His Counsel Talks of 
Evidence on Polygamy. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The remeval 
from his post of the Utah missionary, the 
Rey. J. L. Leilich, who filed charges with 
the Senate Committee on Elections alleg- 
ing that Senator Smoot of Utah was a 
polygamist, promises to make the fight 
over Smoot warmer than it would other- 
wise have been. 

Leilich has retained the law firm of 
which Gen. W. W. Dudley is the head to 
represent him, and has gone to Salt Lake 
City to demand a trial and make a defense. 


It is said his removal was based on 
charges of neglecting his duty and being 
absent from his field of labor unduly long. 

He says the real reason was his fight 
on Smoot. He was appointed by the BRish- 
op of Pennsylvania, and is a Pennsylvania 
man. 

Gen. Dudley states that Mr. Leilich sub- 
mitted to his firm all the charges against 
Smoot before he took them to the Commit- 
tee on Elections, and he had legal advice 
before he began his fight on the Utah 
Senator. Gen. Dudley holds that the proof 
is positive, and that the Senate cannot 
avoid making an inquiry into the case. He 
believes there is good reason to expect that 
the charge of polygamy can be proved, 

The late activity in ferreting out cases 
of polygamous wedlock in Utah resulting 
in proof of many such violations of the 
law is regarded as a part of the detective 
work that has been set on foot for the pur- 
pose of getting proof against Smoot. 


TORN POSTAGE STAMPS BARRED 


Department Booklet Telis the Public 
This and Other Things Not Gen- 
erally Known—New Stamped 
Envelopes. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The Post Of- 
fice Department is preparing a book to be 
issued to persons doing business with the 
Post Office throughout the country. It is 
to be a sort of manual calling their atten- 
tion to matters which are not generally 
understood about the Post Office business. 

One of the subjects treated will be the 
subject of torn stamps, on whicn, Post Of- 
fice officials say, the ignorance of the 
public is almost universal. A torn stamp 
cannot be used, under the rules of the de- 
partment, and yet thousands of people are 
in the habit, when a stamp has been acci- 
dentally torn, of pasting it together and 
putting it on an envelope. Envelopes so 
stamped are not permitted to be delivered, 
under the postal regulations, 

The hew stamped envelope is ready now 
and is being distributed to the Post Offices. 


There are four denominations, 1 cent, 2 
cents, 4 cents, and 5 cents. The 1 cent 
envelope has a green stamp in .be form 


of a circle, with Franklin's bust in white. 
The 2-cent stamp is brick red, oval in 
shape, and has the bust of Washington in 


white, The 4-cent stamp is brown and 
square, with Grant's bust in white, and 
the 5-cent stamp, which is elliptically 
shaped, is blue, -with Lincoln’s bust in 
white. 


COURTS NEUTRAL IN STRIKE. 


Washington Judges Refuse to Issue an 
Injunction to Affect a Labor Dispute.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—A lati r quar- 
rel on the large addition to the Portner 
Flats being bullt by the millionaire breWer 
Robert Portner has been decided by the re- 
fusal of the courts to interfere. 

The Central Labor Union of Washington, 
one of the organizations in the Federation 
of Labor, last week discovered thut there 
were a number of lathers at work on the 
building who were Knights of Labor. A 
protest was at once made to the contract- 
or, the Southern Expanded Metal Com- 
yany, and the demand was marie that the 
<nights of Labor be discharged. The de- 
mand met with a refusal. 

The Federation of Labor men then quit 
work, and all progress on the big building 
stopped. The Expanded Metal Company 
took the matter into the courts, and peti- 
tioned for an injunction to restrain the 
Federation of Labor from hindering work 
and to permit the company tov “Sire men 
where it chose to do so. The courts re- 
fused to interfere and dismissed the pro- 
ceedings. 

The metal company then laid the Knights 
of Labor men off, and the othevs returned 
to work. This is the first time that the 
District courts have taken a position in 
support of labor organizations to the ex- 
tent of assisting a deadlock.

RACES ON THE MISSISSIPPI. 


Mark Twain’s “Suggestions for Repeti- 
tions at the Fair @f Old-Time Con- 
tests Between Steamboats. 


Mark Twain has revived memories of the 
days when he Was.a’ pilot on the Missis- 
sippi River, by sending a letter to Presi- 
dent Irancis of the St. Louis World’s Fair. 
It is an answer to Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
suggestion that a series of old-time Mis- 


sissippi steamboat races be inaugurated as 
a ccare of the exposition. The letter is 
as tollows: 





New York City, March 30. 

Dear President Francis: As regards the sug- 
gestion of Sir Thomas Lipton, it seems to me 
that an old-fashioned Mississippi steamboat race, 
as a feature of the falr,, would be a very good 
specialty indeed. Ag to particulars, I think that 
the race should be a genuine reproduction of the 
oldt-ime race, not Just @m imitation of it, and 
that it should cover the whole course. I think 
the boats should begin the trip at New Orleans, 
and side by side, (net with an interval between,) 


and end it at North St. Louis, a mile or two 
above the Big Mound, 
I think they shonld Wave ample _ forecastle 


crowd of negro chantey-singers, with able leaders 
to do the solo and gondutt the chorus from the 
capstan. I should réimstate the torch basket and 
use the electric for business only. I should ex- 
tinguish the Government lights in every cross- 
ing throughout the COufse, for where boats are 
equally matched in_t matters of speed and 
draught it is the Quality’ of the piloting that 
decides the race. : 

Have you a couple of gix-day boats? Then 
you have a continug@s six-day world advertise- 
ment, for you would .have wireless operators 
and Associated Press representatives on both 
boats, and they would report the positions of the 
contestants hourly, day and night, and describe 
the succeeding or fail jockeyings and strate- 
gems of the pilots, This would be an innovation 
and dreadfully modern, but the value of it would 
condone it. It would keep the boats quite vivid- 
ly in sight straight along a stretch of 1,400 
miles, and for the first time the world would see 
a six-day boat race ffom start to finish. 

The fair would issue the great War Department 
map of the Mississippi, and every citizen would 
buy a copy and check off the progress of the 
race hour by hour and afrange his bets with such 
judacity as Providence_had provided him withal. 
This map is a yard wide and thirty-six feet long. 
It might be well to reduce it a little, 

As a fair advertisement it would be difficult 
to beat the bont race; as a spectacle, nothing 
eculd add to it, except an old-time blow-up as 
the boats finished the home stretch. But this 
should not be arranged: it is better left to 
Providence and prayer.

STREET RAILWAY MEASURES. 


Local Commission Favored by Civic Or- 


ganizations—Foley and Mullaney 
Bills Denounced. 


With hardly any discussion and without 
a dissenting vote, resolutions that favor 
the bill in the Legislature to create a local 
railroad commission were adopted at a 
meeting of representatives of several civic 
organizations in the rooms of the Board 
of Trade and Transportation yesterday 


afternoon. 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Whitman 


directed attention to several pending bills 


on street railway matters, which _he pro- 
nounced pernicious, and Edward B. Whit- 
ney presented resolutions in accordance 
with his suggestions. : 

They declared against franchises being 
granted for more than twenty-five years 
or without due compensation and the. con- 
sent of the city; against indirectly grant- 
ing franchises by waiving any of tbe city’s 
rights without its consent; against amend- 
ments to the street car laws couched in ob- 
scure terms, and denounced the bills of 
Senator Foley and Assemblyman Mullaney 
as intended to practically release the sur- 
face railways from their obligation to give 
transfers. : 

William H. Gibson, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Terminal Facilities of the Board 
of Trade and Transportation, who pre- 
sided, appointed William McCarroll, Ludwig 
Nissen, James S. Lehmaier, and Mrs. R. 
Trautmann a committee to wait on Mayor 
Low and ask him to have a public hearing 
upon the measyres, and also A. A. Whit- 
man, Mrs. Sid¥ey Rosenfeld, and Charles 
N. Chadwick a committee to consider mass 
meetings on the subject. Another confer- 
ence will be held Saturday afternoon at 2 
o'clock, when the New York members of 
the Legislature and others will be invited 
to be present. 


NEW WEST SIDE COURT. 


At the Mayor’s Hearing on the Project 
it Was Said That Earlier Atten- 
dance Would Help Business. 








Mayor Low gave a public hearing yester- 
day on a legislative bill that provides for 
a new municipal court on the west side of 
the city, between the Tenth District Court 
in West Fifty-fourth Street and the Elev- 
enth District Court in West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street. 

Some opposition was manifested by law- 
yers, who declared that the business in that 


territory can be handled by the Justices in 
the two courts, and that the establishment 
of a new court would be a useless extrava- 

ance. One lawyer said that if Justice 

urray of the Tenth District Court would 
arrive at court at 9 o'clock in the morning 
instead of 10 or 10:30 o'clock the business of 
the court would be facilitated. 

Those in favor of the bill said that the 
new court will parallel the Seventh District 
Court on the east side, and that the section 
where it is contemplated to erect the court 
is growing, with a population of more than 
100,000. 

The Mayor reserved decision on the bill, 
but intimated that he thought a more com- 
mendable bill would have redistricted the 
city and added courts.

Suaccuombs to Old Age.

PORT JERVIS, N. Y¥., March 30 —Samuel 
Otis Dimmick died at his home here this 
morning from old age and genera! debility. 
He was seventy-nine years old, and was 
born in Milford, Pike County, Penn., the 
son of Samuel Dimmick, who once told 


Horace Greeley to wash in the watering 
trough. ; 

He began business here as proprietor of 
the Union House, which was the terminus 
of the old stage line between this village 
und New York before the Erie Railroad was 
constructed. The completion of that road 
was celebrated at his hotel, and later he 
ran railroad hotels here and at Turner's 
and a general store in Port Jervis. He 
was actively engaged in the construction 
of the Port Jervis, Monticello and New 
York Railroad, and was its first President 
and a Director until it went into the hands 
of a receiver, During the last ten years 
he was totally blind. 


Ferdinand Béhmer, Deputy Register of 


New York County, died yesterday from 
apoplexy at the Presbyterian Hospital, 
where he had been under treatment for two 
months. Mr. Béhmer, who was fifty-four 
years old, was a member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and a veteran fire- 
man of the Borough of the Bronx. He was 
Assistant Deputy Register when Register 
Ronner took office a year ago. At that 
time Matthew P. Breen was Deputy Reg- 
ister. When Mr. Breen was transferred to 
the Magistrate's bench in January Mr. 
Béhmer succeeded to his place in the Reg- 
ister’s office. Mr. Béhmer lived at 815 
Courtlandt Avenue, Bronx. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Gen. W. H. Jackson. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 30.—Gen. 
William H. Jackson, a noted Conf« derate 
cavalry leader during the civil war, when 
he bore the sobriquet of “Red” Jack- 
son, died at his home, Belle Meade, near 
here, this afternoon. He was in his sixty- 
eighth year, and had been in feiling health 
for more than a year. At the close of the 
civil war Gen. Jackson was itn command 
of Forrest's division, with the Texas Bri- 
gade added. After the war he devoted 


himself to agriculture and the breeding of 
thoroughbred running horses, some of the 
most noted racers of the American turf 
having been born at Belle Meade. 

Gen. Jackson was a brother of the late 
Howell E. Jackson, Associate Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court. 





Gen. Jackson was born in Faris, Tenn. 
He was graduated from West Point in the 
class of '56, which included many of the 
most famous Confederate Generals. He 
was assigned to duty in Texus and New 
Mexico, where he was associate] with Kit 
Carson in Indian fighting In a fight 
with the Kiowas he saved the life of Gen. 
Averill, for which he was commended in 
army orders 

He resigned from the Federal Army at 
the beginning of the civil war. He was 
Supposed to have been mortally wounded at 
Belmont. Recovering, he was made a 
Colonel of Cavalry. Jefferson Davis pro- 
moted him to be Brigadier General for his 
gallantry at Holly Springs. He was con- 
spicuous fer gallant service, being engaged 
in most of the great battles in the West. 
He surrendered at Gainesville, Ala., and 
was one of the Parole Commissioners. 

For many years Gen. Jackson was prom- 
inently identified with racing, particularly 
the breeding of race horses His wife was 
the daughter of Gen. W. G. Harding, the 
founder of Belle Meade. About 1874 he 
retired from racing and began breeding 
yearlings for the market. He became 
proprietor of the famous stock farm on the 
death of Gen. Harding, and retained his 
control until 180%, when he sold a half in- 
terest to Richard Croker for a large sum. 


Lieut. Col. La R. L. Livingston. 

Lieut. Col. La Rhett L. Livingston died 
in Washington on March 26. Appointed tu 
West Point from New York in 1849, he was 
in the class with Gens. James B. McPher- 
son and Philip Sheridan. After he entered 
the army his promotion was rapid, and he 
distinguished himself more than once on 
the field of battle. Throughout his army 
career he remained in the artillery. 

He was made a First Lieutenant in 1856, 
and immediately afterward took part in 
the Indian trouble tn Tulare Valley, Call- 
fornia. For the next five years he served 
at garrisons in various parts of the coun- 
try; in 1859 he was in the march to the 
Sioux Agency. In October, 1861, he Was 
promoted to the rank of Captatn, and sta- 
tioned in the defenses otf Washington. 
Later he took the field, and was present at 





the siege of Yorktown and the battle of 
Malvern Hill. On account of gallant and 
meritorious services on the latter occa- 
sion he wars made a Brevet Major. He 
served during the war, except for two 


months, when he was ill. For exceptional 
gallantry at the battle of Smithfield, ,a., 
he was brevetted Lieutenant Colonel. 

After the war he did garrison duty in 
the South for a few years, and was ap- 
ointed a member of the Board for Select- 
ing Breech-Loau.ng Small Arms. In July, 
1879, he helped suppress the railroad riots 
at Scranton, Penn. In March, 1887, he be- 
came a Lieutenant Colonel. Later he was 
retired and settled down in Washington.

Dr. GORONWEY OWEN, one of the best- 
known physicians of the South, and con- 
sidered an authority on obstetrics, is dead 
at Mobile, Ala., aged sixty-nine years. 

Wiiuiam C. Stusss, Treasurer of the 
Struthers Furnace Company, died at Cleve- 
land, Ohio, on Sunday of pneumonia. He 
leaves a widow and three children. He had 
resided in Cleveland about two years, hav- 
ing gone there from Chicago. 

Capt. JoHN T. RAPER, aged sixty-two, 
publisher of The Ohio Soldier, died at 
Chillicothe, Ohio, yesterday. He was for- 
merly editor and publisher of The Scioto 
Gazette. He served with distinction in the 
Twenty-sixth Ohio Regiment during the 
civil war. 

Dr. S. B, PALMER, one of the oldest and 
best-known ‘dentists in this State, died at 
his home, in Syracuse, last night, aged 
eighty years. He had been jll about a 
montn. Dr. Palmer came into preminence 
through his fifty years of practice in On- 
ondaga County and through his efforts, 
scientifically, on behalf of his profession.

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—The Southern storm 
has advanced northeastward to the New Jersey 
Coast, and increased in intensity. High east to 
northeast winds have attended its course from 
the Carolinas northward. A second depression 
overlies the extreme Northwest, and pressure is 
low the whole of the Pacific Coast and 
plateau region. 

General rains have fallen over the Eastern 
third of the country, and local rains have fallen 
on the Pacific Coast and over the plateau region. 
The rain has ceased in the Southeast State, but 
it is still raining in the Upper Ohio Valley, the 
Middle Atlantic, and New England States. 

The temperature has risen somewhat in the 
Middle Mississippi Valley and along the Middle 


Atlantic Coast. Elsewhere the changes have been 
unimportant. 

The weather will be clear to-morrow in the 
Middle Atlantic States and the lake region, and 
he rain will cease in New England in the after- 
noon or night. Showery weather will prevail to- 
morrow and Wednesday in the plateau and 
Rocky Mountain region and the Southwest. The 
temperature will rise slowly in the Eastern dis- 
tricts, 

The winds along the New England Coast will 
shfit to fresh westerly and diminish in force; on 
the Middle and South Atlantic and Gulf Coasts 
mostly fresh west winds will prevail; on Lake 
Michigan the winds will be iight and variable.

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HUSBAND SHOT BY BROKER 


W. J. Peppler Killed at His Home 
by William E. Dobson. 








Latter Had Championed Alleged Wrongs 
of Mrs. Peppler, and Used Pis- 
tol While Fleeing. 





William Earl Dobson, a broker and ac- 
countant, of 40 Exchange Place, yesterday 
afternoon shot and almost instantly killed 
William John Peppler, a clerk, formerly 
employed in Washington Market, at the 
home of the latter, 60 East One Hundred 
and Nineteenth Street, after a quarrel be- 
tween the two men concerning Peppler's 
wife. 

After the shootirttg Dobsoh escaped, and 
from early in the afternoon until nearly 10 
o’clock last night had the police out in a 
search for him. Finally he was arrested in 
the home of A, L. Rosenberg, an artist, at 
201 West One Hundred and Eleventh Street, 
who has béen engaged for some weeks in 
painting a portrait of Dobson.’ The police, 
after searching for him elsewhere, learned 
of his friendship with the Rosenbergs, and 
sought him there, Dobson only inquired 
of the arresting officers if they were look- 
ing for him. and when told that he was 
wanted, gave himself up without a word. 
He denied having a pistol, and refused to 
make any statement until he had seen a 
lawyer. He did say, however, that he had 
tried to see one lawyer, but had failed to 
find him in. 

The shooting took place after an alterca- 
tien in the flat occupied by Peppler and 
his wife, on the second floor, rear, of the 
house, and was witnessed by Mrs. Charles 
Marcione, the wife of the janitor. She saw 
Dobson, dressed for the street, fleeing 
through the hall to the street door, pur- 
sued by Peppler, who was in his shirt 
sleeves. According to Mrs. Marcione, Dob- 
son, with Peppler striking and kicking at 
him, had almost reached the street door, 
when he fired one shot over his left shoul- 
der, while still running. Peppler fell, shot 
through the left breast, and lived only a 
few moments. Dobson continued to the 
street and escaped. 

Mrs. Peppler made a statement to the 
police which resulted in her being sent to 
the House of Detention as a witness. Ac- 


cording to the wife’s story she had known 
both Dobson and Peppler before her mar- 
riage with Peppler, on Jan. 24 last, her ac- 
quaintance having begun with Dobson a 
short time after she arrived in New York 
from Austria, three years ago. 

When she later met Peppler, Dobson con- 
tnued to be a caller on her until she told 
him that she was in fear of Peppler, who had 
importuned her to marry him. Dobson then 
withdrew, and she married Peppler. Dob- 
son making her a wedding present by fur- 
nishing the flat that she and her husband 
went to occupy. ae then was em- 
aw as a clerk in Washington Market, 

ut later lost his employment, and, Mrs. 
Peppler says, began to abuse her. 


Eventually, she said, he drove her out of: 


fiat, and she went to ask the aid of Dob- 
son. From last Friday until yesterday 
morning she did not return to Peppler, but 
when she did she found him packing the 
furniture, which, she said, he asserted he 
meant to sell. She objected, and when he 
persisted left the place and telephoned 
te Dobson, who, she understodd, had pre- 
sented the articles in question to her. 
Dobson appeared about 2 o'clock and en- 
gaged in an altercation with Peppler until 
the husband ordered him to leave and 
threatened him. Dobson started out and 
Peppler ran after him, with threats of 
violence, kicking at Dobson as the latter 


ran down the stairs. The shooting, Mrs. 
Peppler asserted, was in self-defense. Pep- 
pler was a powerful man, while the man 


who killed him is small. 

Peppler was thirty years old, and had a 
mother living in New York. Dobson is 
about thirty-five years old, and is married, 
with two children, living in Washington, D. 
C. He boarded at 8 Lexington Avenue, and 
Was reputed to be a broker at 31 Broad- 
way, dealing chiefly with Sutro Brothers & 
Co. of 56 Broadway. At 31 Broadway Dob- 
son, it was said, had desk room there until 
last Friday, when he gave up his office 
and went to take employment with George 
W. Arnold & Co., general brokers, at 40 
Exchange Place. At his boarding house 
Dobson was best known as a friend of A. 
H. Boomer, President of the United States 
Mafi Transfer' Company, in East Fifteenth 
Street, with whom he also had been asso- 
ciated as the contractor for the transfer of 
the mails in Philadelphia. 

Mr. Boomer said last night that he knew 
little of Dobson beyond the fact that he 
had been introduced to him by a friend in 
Washington, as a beginning to their con- 
nection in the transfer business. He knew 
that Dobson at one time was employed as 
an accountant and statistician by the 
Southern Railway Company. Dobson, he 
said, Was a man of some means,-and came 
from somewhere near Nashville, Tenn, | 





WOMEN TICKET SELLERS’ WAGE 


Brooklyn Rapid Transit to Pay Them 
for the Recentiy Added Hours. 


Since the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 
pany a few days ago issued an order in- 
creasing the hours of work of the sixty or 
more women ticket sellers on its elevated 
lines, a number of the employes affected 
have been uneasy as to whether they were 
to receive additional pay for the extra time. 
Formerly the women ticket sellers reported 
for work at 5 o'clock in the morning and 
went off duty at 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon. They are now required to work 
from 5 o'clock in the morning to 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon, when they are relieved 
by men, who also work twelve hours. Fora 
ten-hour day the women were paid $1.20, 
or twelve cents an hour. Some of them 


have been of the understanding that they 
would now be required to work twelve 
hours a day for the same pay, $1.20. 

When John F. Calderwood, assistant to 
President Winter of the company, was 
questioned about this yesterday afternoon, 
he said that there was no cause for un- 
easiness on the part of the women ticket 
sellers. 

“Their pay,’ said Mr. Calderwood, “ has 
been proportionately increased. They are 
receiving the same rate for the extra time. 
This fact was made clear enough when the 
change as to their working time was or- 
dered.”’ 

*““Why, I understood from the first that 
we were to get paid for the extra time,” 
said one woman ticket seller who was seen. 
“I'm not worrying about it.’’ 

‘I haven't been informed whether we 
are to get additional money,’’ said another 
ticket seller. ‘‘ I'm not worrying about it.’”’

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BRITISH WIN CHESS MATCH. 


Pillsbury Decides the Game Left Un- 
finished on Saturday in Favor of 
Brown of Cambridge. 


According to a dispatch received in Bos- 
ton. yesterday morning Pillsbury adjudi- 
cated the game left unfinished in the stu- 
dents’ cable chess match as a win for 
white, and thus the Oxford-Cambridge 
combination won the match by 3% points 
to 2%, and the Rice Trophy will be sent on 
its third trip across the ocean. 

The position, as left unfinished in the 
game in question, occurred on the sixth 
board, in the match between Brown of 
Cambridge and Bridgman of Harvard. 
Fifty-three moves had been made when 
time was called, and the board looked as 
follows: 
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WHITE. 

When the position was shown to Cham- 
pion Lasker at the Manhattan Chess Club 
yesterday afternoon, he made the follow- 
ing statement: 

“In a few moves the knight gets to 
king’s bishop’s sixth, and then the white 
king can get to queen’s fourth, threaten- 


ing to enter the hostile camp via bishop's 
fifth. If black then moves his rook to 
knight’s fourth, knight to king’s eighth 
follows, whereupon the knight may be es- 
tablished at queen’s sixth. If black allows 
white to play king to bishop's fifth, white 
will play rook to rook’s second and pawn 
to rook’s fifth, and it seems to me that 
white gets a sufficient advantage to finally 
force the ending, er by means of 
pawn to bishop's fifth, and an attack on 
black’s chain of pawns. , 

‘Finally, if black plays rook to bishop's 
second to prevent the hostile king from en- 
tering the black camp, the white rook is 
set at HMberty and an attack on somewhat 
similar lines as given before might be car- 
ried through. he win for white is, no 
doubt, a difficult one, but it seems to me 
that a first-class master would win the 
game, even over the board. Of course, I 
am not at all sure that Mr. Pillsbury has 
not found even a speedier win.” 

The question whether either of the play- 
ers would have found a winning continua- 
tion does not come, according to the ac- 
knowledged rules of adjudication, into con- 
sideration at all. An adjudicator’s busi- 
ness is simply to examine a position on its 
merits, and to decide whether or not there 
is a win for black or white, or whether 
the position is drawn, assuming that the 
best moves are made on both sides. 





JUDGE COMPLIMENTS A BOY. 


Little Student-Merchant Appeared 
Court to Withdraw Complaint 
Against His Employe. 


“You are the brightest boy that I have 
ever seen. It is lads like you that become 
some of the best citizens of this great 
American Republic.” 

So declared Justice Keady in the Court 
of Special Sessions, Brooklyn, yesterday, 
addressing eleven-year-old Harold Beer, a 
Bath Beach newsboy, who appeared as 
complainant against a young man whom he 
charged with withholding from him eighty- 
four cents belonging to him. 

Young Beer studies hard at school every 
day, but has put in his spare hours build- 
ing up a prosperous newspaper route in 


Bath Beach. His business increased to 
such an extent that the bright little chap 
found need of an assistant. All alone he 
went to Ellis island to find a boy amon 
the immigrants for a_ helper. e foun 
an English lad named Cotlind there, to 
whoin he took a fancy, and offered him 
the job. Cotlind accepted the place at $12 
a month and commissions. Young Beer 
asserts that he found that his assistant 
was not making punctual retugns to him, 
and the eleven-year-old man of affairs had 
Cctlind arrested. He pushed the case 
through the Magistrate’s court, and yester- 
day it came _up in the Court of Special 
Sessions. When Cotlind was arraigned 
young Beer handed up a polite note request- 
ing that the accused be discharged, as the 
money had been paid to him and he did 
not wish to prosecute further. 

Justice Keady then called the little news- 
dealer before him and complimented him 
upon his brightness.

idgood was taken first to the J. Hood 
Wright Memorial Hospital, and later to the 
contagion ward in the Harlem Hospital.

Commissioner Draws Stall Num- 


bers from Keno Wheel. 





Fish Dealers Yield to New Order After 
a Protest from Their Associa- 
tion’s President. 





Commissioner John McGaw ‘Woodbury 
opened his new peddlers’ fish market at 
Attorney Street and the new Williamsburg 
Bridge in the gray dawn of yesterday 
morning. Over in the east the sun's first 
light had begun to streak the cold sky 
with the warmer and more delicate tints of 
pink, blending into wonderful purples and 
rich violet hues. In the middie «d'stance 
there was the still, dark outline of tene- 
ment roofs, bold upon the horizon; in 
front of these the massive stone abutments 
of the bridge, piled with huge iron beams, 
waiting for the builders again to resume 
labor after a Sabbath rest. 

In the foreground was a truck, having 
on it an old-fashioned desk, a keno wheel, 
a faultlessly dressed man in pale-green 
mackintosh, striped trousers, russet shoes, 
and pearl spats, and two husky assistants. 
About the truck was a pushing, shouting 
mob of bearded fish peddlers, held in un- 
willing line by a double row of policemen. 
Now and again one was dragged out of 
position with much protesting gesticula- 
tion. The crowd was skirted by a com- 
pany of womenfolk, in the ineyitabie shawls 
of many colors tight drawn about their 
heads. 

Over on the curb, taking in the scene 
with evident enjoyment, stood Inspector 
Max Schmittberger, with his Roundsman, 
Oscar Himmell, and a knot 2f revorters. 
The Commissioner twirled the keno wheel 
briskly, while his assistants pored over a 
fish peddler’s greasy license, passed up by 
the first in line. Then he worke4 the lit- 
tle slide at one end, and out popped a ball 
with a number. 

‘“‘ Hey, Major,’’ cried Schmittberger, “‘ I’ve 
pulled a place on less evidence than I’ve 
got against you.” 

But the Commissioner of Street Cleaning 
was not to be disturbed. 

“Inspector,” he replied, gravely, “ this 
game is strictly on the level, even if the 
ground is a little uneven where we are at 
present located. It is free for «ll comers, 
and I defy you to do your worst.” 

Whereupon the double line of policemen, 
together with Capt. Holahan, his Sergeant, 
and Roundsman Himmell, joined in appre- 
ciative haw-haws, and the reporters took 
note of all these things. 

So the drawing went on briskly. The 
first in line was David Stolzenburg of 145 
Delancey Street, and to his pedd'er’s license 
No. 1,075 he added an allotment of stall 
No. 60. Then up came Abraham Weinstein 
of 113 Ridge Street, and when the wheel 
stopped its whirl ball No. 24 dropped out. 

‘Grosse maisel, grosse maisei! "’ (‘‘ Good 
luck, good luck,’’) cried the womenfolk, 
and some waved their arms high in the 
air, for No. 24 was a stall of good situa- 
tion, on a corner and with protaction above 
by the overhanging coping of the pridge. 

Next to No. 24, interest centred in the 
drawing of No. 7, the great Jewish lucky 
number, and when that came popping out 
of the wheel the crowd took up the cry, 
“ Sieben wie ein Jiid!”’’ ‘‘ Sieben wie ein 
Jiid!"’ (‘Seven like a Jew,’’ ‘Seven like 
a Jew,’’) and Solomon Ovoler, who had 
drawn the lucky number, danced around 
with the rest until a policeman laughingly, 
but somewhat forcibly, made him get his 
pusheart and go to find his piace on the 
paved inclosure. 

Generally speaking, the peddlers enjoyed 
the novelty of the thing as mucn as did 
the officials, and when the game had been 
well started appeared impressed with its 
fairness and well satisfied with the new 
order of their existence. 

One grumbier, who had waited fcr some 
little time in line, muttered trom under 
his dark beard: ‘*‘A bad beginning, a bad 
ending.”’ But the next in line replied in 
promot quotation from the Talmud: * All 
beginnings are hard,’’ and a chorus of ap- 
proval at the sally drowned fucther com- 
plaint. 

But, as a matter of fact, the varicus per- 
sons officially concerned and the reporters 
who had waited through the night watches 
quite agreed with the adage that “* All be- 
ginnings are hard.” 

The company began to gather in the De- 
lancey Street Station about 3 o'clock, ex- 
pecting that the pushcart men woulda arrive 
in the vicinity of 4. In the hour following 
details of sleepy patrolmen from various 
stations arrived, to the number of 41. 

Four o'clock came, and the watch over 
at the prospective market reported that 
one peddler had arrived. As yet there was 
no Commissioner Woodbury. Thus did In- 
spector Schmittberger hold forth: 

‘‘ Bet they've got some sort of game to 
do Woodbury. I heard these peddlers had 
a meeting and decided not to show up this 
morning. Guess they want to force an 
issue. Well, we'll force an issue with them 
after keeping us up all night, and arrest 
every one found on the streets for violation 
of the Sanitary Code.’’ 

At 4:50 o’clock Commissioner Woodbury 
arrived, having already been preceded by 
his deputy, Mr. Shanton, and Mr. Reyn- 
olds, the Mayor's secretary. The pushcart 
peddlers had now increased to six, all 
minus pushcarts. Then came the announce- 
ment that Abraham Benowitz, the Presi- 
dent of the Fish Dealers’ Association, was 
in waiting with a delegation who desired to 
have a talk. So the procession went to the 
fish market. 


‘“*Mr. Commissioner,” began Mr. Ben- 
owitz, ‘“‘ we desire to say that we are not 
properly notified and do not know if to 


come at 4 of the morning or at 4 of the 
afternoon. Some papers say one thing and 
some say the other. We cannot all come 
this morning, for we have not bought fish. 
We desire to draw numbers, having not our 
carts, for we do not know if we will get 
all numbers, and so might we buy fish 
and be unable again to sell. 

‘“* Most of all, Mr. Commissioner, we will 
not be driven to this, your market, where 
there is no shade from the sun, no shelter 
from the rain, no covering to keep from 
our fish the sand from the bridge. And of 
all these things we desire to protest. We 
will be led into this our market by you, 
Mr. Commissioner, but to be driven by the 
police, never will we so enter it,”’ 

So the harangue went on, with objection 
after objection, apparently without erg, 
until the patience of Major Woodbury was 
well-nigh exhausted, and he was moved to 
say: 

‘Mr. Benowitz, we are ready. We have 
plenty of time to wait. I shall be here 
every morning at this time until the ped- 
diers come to their market. In the mean- 
time every peddfer who comes here in good 
faith to sell one small herring shall have 
his stall allotted to him.” 

Finally it was ascertained that all the 
peddlers had gathered in a hall nearby to 
await the result of the negotiations between 
their President, himself not a pushcart 
man, and the Commissioner. Finding that 
Major Woodbury would neither become 
angry nor yield an inch from his position, 
Mr. Benowitz finally sent word for the 
summoning of the peddlers 

Then arrived the pushcarts. From all di- 
rections and points of the compass they 
came, out from the alleyways and dark 
corners, seemingly some of them-up from 
the ground. 

It will probably take two or three days 
before all the peddlers are accommodated 
In their new market. 


WARNING TO FISH PEDDLERS. 


Court of Special Sessions to Deal Se- 
verely with Offenders. 


In the Court of Special Sessions yesterday 
Presiding Justice Holbrook, in imposing a 
ten-dollar fine on a fish peddler who was 
arraigned on a charge of exposing fish for 
sale in the streets, announced that as a re- 
sult of the opening of the new market the 


Justices would be more severe in dealing 
with cases of that kind. 

“ There is no doubt that the sale of fish 
sn this manner,” said Justice Holbrook, * is 
a menace-to public health and the cause of 
much sickness. The establishment of the 
fist. market which opened this morning hays 
evtarped the opportunity for persons en- 
ga in this business to vend their wares 
urder impreved conditions. We believe 
that the Street Cleaning Department, in 
the interest of the public health, is entitled 
to the unqualified support of this court."”’

DR. FLOWER CALLED TO PLEAD. 


Will Be Tried April 7—Would Be As 
tonished If Poison Were Found in 
Hagaman’s Body. 


Dr. Richard C. Flower, the mining pro- 
moter who gained so much notoriety in con- 
nection with the litigation over the Haga- 
man estate, appeared before Judge Cowing 
in the Court of General Sessions yesterday 
and entered a plea of not guilty to five in- 
dictments charging him with grand larceny. 
All the indictments are the outgrowth of 
his promotion of mining enterprises. The 
trial was set down for April 7. 

Through his lawyer, Benjamin  Stein- 
hardt, Dr. Flower made motion for a delay 
of pleading to give ex-Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Fursman, who will defend Flower, an 
opportunity to examine -the indictments. 
That motion was denied by Judge Cowing, 
who said the indictments were very sim- 
ple, but he gave Dr. Flower leave to with- 
draw his plea later should he see fit to do 


so. 

“The District Attorney’s office,’’ said 
Dr. Flower to a reporter, “is mixed up in 
a disgraceful attempt to wrest from me one 
of the most valuable mining properties in 
America; that’s about the size of it. I 
never swindled anvbody, and have merely 
been made the victim of spite work. As 
for the Hagaman case, if there should be 
found in Hagaman’s body any poison ex- 
cept that which got there through the em- 
balming fluid, I shall be very much sur- 
prised, indeed.”’ 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan said 
yesterday that he did not expect to receive 
the reports regarding the autopsy on 
Hagaman’s body before the end of the pres- 
ent week. P 

Andrew D. Meloy, Dr. Flower’s former 
partner in the firm of A. D. Meloy & Co., 
who was arrested on a technical charge 
of larceny several weeks ago, when Dr. 
Flower accused him of having withheld 
certain stock which was his property when 
their partnership was dissolved, yesterday 
was dlachargea oy Magistrate Crane in the 
Essex Market Police Court.

FREEDLAND MARRIAGE HOLDS. 





Court Denies Application for Annulment 
by Wife, Relative of the 
Van Wycks. 


Mrs. Eligabeth Herriman Freecdland, a 
relative of ex-Mayor Van Wyck and of 
his brother Augustus, until recently Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court, has been denied 
her application to have annulled htr mar- 
riage to ‘‘Capt.’’ A, N. Freedland. Jus- 
tice MacLean, sitting in the Supre:ne Court, 
rendered this decision yesterday, but said 
that the wife could renew her motion at 
any future time if she could bring forward 
any new testimony to show fraud and de- 
ception on the part of Freedland. it was 


by these means, the wife declares, that he 
induced her to marry him. 

Mrs. Freedland formerly was Miss Eliza 
H. Wickes of East Orange, N. J., a daugh- 
ter of the late Van Wyck Wickes of Brook- 
lyn. She said she met Freedland on board 
a steamship returning from Europe in the 
Fall of 1901. At that time he went under 
the name of Capt. A. N. Foster, and she 
declares he posed as a capitalist, a man of 
good habits, a regular church attendant, 
and as an unmarried man She says she 
subsequently discovered he had bern guilty 
of crime, was a man of bad repute, and 
that he was a widower, with chi'dren liv- 
ing at Sumter, N. C. They were married 
at Grace Church, in this city, Oct. 16 last, 
and both of the Messrs. Van Wyck who 
are her relatives attended the wedding. 





LEGAL NOTES. 





DPFINITION OF A HOTEL.—In a rroceeding 
brought in the Essex County Court to re- 
voke the liquor certificate of Frank L. 
Hillman, Judge R. C. Kellogg has held 
that a place kept open for entertaining 
strangers or travelers and which xseceives 
ail who come to it, without an, previous 
agreement as to length of stay or terms of 
enertainment, is a “hotel” within the 
meaning of the liquor tax law. ‘lo be a 
hotel, the place need not keep a gafe for 
valuables or have a register for guests or 
provide stable accommodations. The fact 
that a sign ‘‘ Boarding House ”’ is Aisplayed 
on the building is not controlling as to its 


character. Judge Kellogg uses the follow- 
ing language in a what is a legally 
constituted hotel: ‘“ The term ‘inn’. and 
‘tavern’ as used in the statute regulatin 

taverns, &c., are synonymous. The lega 
definition of an inn is the same as what is 
understood in this country by a horel. An 
inn or hotel is a house where all who con- 
duet themselves properly and who are able 
and ready to pay for their entertainment 
ave received, if there is accommodation for 
them, or who, without any stipulated en- 
gegement as to the duration of their stay 
or as to the rate of compensation, are while 
there supplied, at a reasonable charge, with 
their meals, their lodgings, and such serv- 
ices and attention as are necessarily incl- 
dent to the use of the house as a tem- 
porary home.”

A BRIDGETENDER’s RIGHTS.—An order of 
the Special Term of the Supreme Court 
granting a mandamus to compel the Ccm- 
missioner of Bridges to reinstate Robert 
Chappel as a bridgetender has been af- 
firmed by the Second Appellate Division. 
Chappel is a veteran volunteer fireman, and 
when the Grand Street Bridge, Brooklyn, 
was abandoned, he was discharged, al- 
though other bridgetenders, not veterans, 
were retained. The Bridge Commissioner's 


only answer was that no further work was 
to be done at the Grand Street Bridge. *‘ We 
are of opinion,”’ said Justice Woodward, 
for the Appellate Tribunal, ‘‘ that the mere 
fact that the Grand Street Bridge has becn 
abandoned does not operate to abolish the 
office or position of bridgetender in the 
department so that the relator may be de- 
nied employment, while others, not within 
the protection of the statute, are permitted 
to hold similar places at other bridges. If 
the office or position of bridgetender in the 
department had been abolished in good 
faith, it would then be incumbent on the 
relator to show that there was some ober 
sition of equal emoluments which he 
might fill, but, under the circumstances 
of this case, he has established that the of- 
fice or position Has not been abolished and 
that others are retained, while he, a vet- 
eran fireman, has been dismissed.”

Counsel’s Warning Against Indict- 





ment Penalty the Offense 
Was Repeated. 
Mayor Low received from Controller 


Grout yesterday a long letter giving de- 
tails of further accusations against Fire 
Commissioner Sturgis in reference to ex- 
penditures for repairs of engine houses. 
Controller Grout refers to the previous 
correspondence exchanged in reference to 
alleged violations of the law, and specifi- 
cally calls Mayor Low’s attention to a por- 
tion of a letter written by Corporation 
Counsel Rives warning Fire Commissioner 
Sturgis that a violation of the provisions 
of the charter in reference to expenditures 
constituted an indictable offense. Mr. 
Grout writes: 

This I do with special reference to that pas- 
sage of Mr. Sturgis’s communication to you of 
March 25, in which confessing the violation, but 
pleading ignorance of the law prior to the re- 
celpt of the Corporation Counsel’s opinion on 
Dec, 31, 1902, he says that since the said opinion 
the provisions of Section 419 have been “*' scru- 
pulously obeyed.’’ Notwithstanding such state- 
ment and notwithstanding the clear terms of the 
opinion of the Corporation Counsel of Dec. 31, 
1902, Fire Commissioner Sturgis on Jan. 21, 1903, 
three weeks after such opinion, authorized upon 
the house of Engine Company No. 37 plumbing 
repairs amounting to $241, painting $700, and 
carpentry $287, a fotal of $1,228 in all, and up- 
on the house of H6ok and Ladder Company No. 
14, on the same date, plumbing $214, painting 
$500, carpentry $415, a total of $1,129. 

Whatever opinion, therefore, may be permis- 
sible as to his action in October and November 
last, prior to the receipt of the Corporation 
Counsel's opinion, and in spite, as I shall sub- 
Sequently show, of numerous warnings from this 
department, you thus find that three weeks 
after such opinion, and three weeks after the 
Corporation Counsel had in that opinion warned 
him that violation or evasion of this Charter 
provision might be the basis of a criminal in- 
dictment and in addition make him personally 
Mable for the cost incurred, the Fire Commis- 
sioner, elther with a defiance of the law, which 
cannot be tolerated in any public official, or 
else with an ignorance of what was going on in 
his department, and of the purport of the papers 
to which he was putting his name which would 
indicate official incompetence, committed two 
clear violations of the provisions of Section 419, 
as to which none of the specious defenses urged 
in his letter can in any way apply. 

Controller Grout sums up the defense 
which Fire Commissioner Sturgis set up 
in reply to the first charges, and states 
that ignorance of the law excuses no one 
and the breaches of the law in the past 
by predecessors in the Fire Department 


does not constitute a defense. Controller 
Grout also called Mayor Low's attention 
to the difference between Commissioner 
Sturgis and himself over the purchase of 
fire horses, Commissioner Sturgis wanted 
to buy at private sale, and Controller Grout 
Says that such practice was not stopped 
until a copy of the specifications of the 
United States Government through which 
cavalry and artillery horses are purchased 
was procured and sent to Fire Headquar- 
ters. Controller Grout claimed that if the 
United States Government could purchase 
thousands of cavalry horses upon adver- 
tisement and competition the Fire Depart- 
ment could do likewise. 

Continuing Controller Grout writes: 

It is the fact that again and again within the 
last year I have specifically called the attention 
of Commissioner Sturgis to the illegality of the 
course which he has been pursuing, not, however, 
in answer to inquiries by him, as I understand 
he has stated in the press, but voluntarily and 
because of the presentation here of objectionable 
vouchers. 

The concluding paragraphs of the report 
are as follows: 

I am glad to be able to say that no other 
Commissioner has required such warnings or 
been so persistent in continuing the old practices 
of administration in this city in the violation 
of this law. In this respect the Fire Commis- 
sioner stands alone. 

It is perhaps needless, however, to have gone 
so fully into these facts, since the action of the 
Commissioner of Jan. 21, 1903, three weeks 
after the Corporation Counsel's opinion and the 
undoubted violation of its terms are . sufficient 
to justify, it seems to me, quite as rigorous an 
application of,the penalties of the law against 
him as he, as judge, administered to the fire 
chief whom he recently removed from office. I 
have only to add that it seems to my judgment 
that no different measure of judgment, in cases 
like this, should be applied to a member of this 
administration than that which would be ap- 
plied to a member of another administration. 


ENGINEER FAVORS PIER LEASE. 


Central-Hudson Company Plan in Which 
Gov. Odell Is Said to be Inter- 
ested Approved. 


Controller Grout gave out for publication 
yesterday the investigation of Chief En- 
gineer McLean of the Finance Department 
in reference to the lease to the Central- 
Hudson River Steamboat Company of Pier 
24 North River. This company is the one 
in which it is claimed that Gov. Odell and 
his relatives are interested. When Dock 
Commissioner Hawkes recommended the 
abrogation of the lease a story was given 
to several newspapers that there was a 
** job’ in the matter. 

Dock Commissioner Hawkes indignantly 
denied the accusation and said that the 
plan to abrogate the old lease of the Cen- 
tral-Hudson River Steamboat Company and 
the granting of a new lease was greatly in 
the interest of the city. Controller Grout 
then said that he would oppose the lease 


before the Sinking Fund Commission. The 
concluding section of the report made by 
Controller Grout’s engineer is as follows: 

‘“*T gee no reason to object to the terms 
of the lease as proposed by the Dock Com- 
missioner.” 

Engineer McLean goes into a detailed 
comparison of the terms of the new lease 
of the Central-Hudson Steamboat Company 
with those of other steamboat and steam- 
ship companies, and finds that the Central- 
Hudson is paying the city full value, and 


under the terms of the new lease the city | Fitty- 


will be fully compensated. The steamboat 
egmpany wanted the new lease so that 
$60, could be spent on sheds and bulk- 
heads, which become the property of the 
city when the lease expires. 








Mayor May Approve Aldermen Bill. 

Mayor Low gave a hearing yesterday on 
a legislative bill amending the charter so 
that it will enable members of the Board 
of Aldermen to resign and hold an ap-
